The as- 
sociation hired three public rela- 
tions men to wage a statewide 
campaign for. passage of the Al- 
len bill, which would virtually 
strip Long Beach of its tidelands 
oil revenue. The three publicists 
did -not register with the state 
as .lobbyists. 


The association was disclosed 


in September as having been se 


- cretly financed by Southern Cali- 


fornia Gas Co., a business rival 
of the Long Beach municipal gas 
department. The attorney gen- 
eral has characterized the asso 
elation as "the child of Southern 
California Gas Co." 


Garrod is president of Cali- 


fornia Farmers, Inc., and head 
of the board of governors of 
Farmers Insurance Exchange, a 
farmers' mutual insurance com- 
pany with headquarters in Los 
Angeles. He had served as state

Direct Primaries 


' On Juno S of next year the voters oi California will 


have their primary election. At that election they vnl 
choose Ih, Party candidates, for all state and odoral 
electiv. offices with the exception of the President. They 
may not have the opportunity of even voting for the can- 
didate they favor for tho presidency. That is because oi 
our system—usually politically boss-ruled—of designat- 
ing-a slate of delegates. Those delegates may cast their 
voto for a candidate not favored by tho voters of the state 
represented by the delegates. 


It has, for many years, boon advocated that the peo- 


ple of the state vo'to directly for their approved candi- 
date. Under su,ch a system the candidate receiving the 
majority of party votes would receive all the delegation 
votes at the national convention.' It would mean state 
voters of each party would vote for, their presidential

choice just as they do ior their senators, assemblymen 
and congressmen. 


There arc, however, some serious problems concern- 


ing this-plan and no one seems to have the answer. For 
example—suppose Califomias chose Goodwin Knight and 
no other state gave him a majority vote. That would mean 
California's 70 delegates would be alone in the conven- 
tion. If it appeared there was no hope of the convention 
nominating Knight then tho question would be—what 
would be done about the 70 California votes?

Under" the direct primary system, California would 


lose its'vote for a candidate if the 70, votes were held 
exclusively for one man. If the rules provided that the 
votes were to be solid only for a certain number pf bal- 
lots it would be little different than at present. At present 
candidates enter a slate of delegates pledged to the can- 
didate. They must vote for him until he releases them. 
Then they are privileged to vote for whomever they wish.. 


• 
It is under this system that trades are made in tho 


'convention. It is the reason why "smoke-filled room" poli- 
ticians have so much power. But there has been no sys- 
tem worked out to overcome these bad features of cur 
presidential nomination convention. In only 19 states do 
the voters even have a chance to vote on delegates. Most 
of the states select their delegates by party conventions 
made up of party leaders from areas throughout the state.

California may have a number of delegate slates 


this year. Should the President not bs a candidate the 
Republican voters may have to choose between delegates 
pledged to Nixon, Knight or Knowland. The Democrats 
may have separate slates for Keiauver and Stevenson. 
But the voters will have no way of knowing who the dele- 
gates, will vote far at the convention. After one or two 
convention ballots they may be released and cast their 
vote for any other candidate. 


If the direct primary were used and one candidate 


for a party got a majority of the delegates to the conven- 
tion he would automatically be the party candidate. The 
big issue then would bo who ihe vice presidential candi- 
date would be. That would take most of the glamour out 
of tho convention. 


For the foreseeable future it appears there will be 


no' change in our system. But there is an increasing in- 
terest in finding a better -system than the present one, 
which gives-voters little choice as.to the man chosen to 
be their party's presidential candidate.—L.A.C.

Everybody loves his own way, and when- somebody blocks 


that way or challenges it, the effect is annoyance, anger, a de- 
sire to push that r.uisance of a stupid, destructive creature out 
of the way. He won't fade. Either he continues his obstructive 
behavior or something is done to 'change his way of thinking 
and doing. Wrong or right, there he is and make the best of it. 


One of today's .annoyances 


is the nonconformist young 
person usually known as a de- 
linquent. 
Some 
people 
are 


angry with him and say he 
should be beaten, jailed, elim- 
inated from society. 
Some- 


thing should be done to make 
him stop his destructive ac- 
tivities. He is arrested. The 
judge, experienced in the ways 
of sinning humanity, wise ar.d 
understanding, sympathetic yet 
bound by the law, is hard put 
to it in deciding what would 
be best for this wayward child 
and for those upon whom his 
waywardness imposes loss and 
suffering. The probation offi- 
cer pleads for rehabilitation, 
and he is right. But where can 
this unfortunate child find an 
opportunity for rehabilitation? 


Jail is no place for the cure 


of 
the sick mind and 
the 


troubled soul. This child needs 
the security of home and the 
love of a father and mother, 
and these are denied him in a 
lock-up. He needs the super- 
vision and care of the physi- 
cian, the trained social worker, 
the clergyman ar.d the woman 
who can take his mother's 
place. Where can a wayward 
child find these? 


This sort of child needs a 


change of environment, and 
that means he is to be re- 
moved from, the place he calls 
home and which is no home. 
He must be taken away from 
the people who can do nothing 
to help him but who can and 
who have done much to make 
him what he is. 


The judge has r.o such place 


to send this victim of heredity, 
environment, poverty and ill 
health. Either he must send 
him to some sort of a jail (they 
are overcrowded and for the 
purpose, useless), or he must 
send him back to his home, 
and that is worse than useless. 


Again I am pleading for the 


camp school, a homo out in 
the country where there is 
fresh air and sunshine and all 
nature is clean and fair. We 
need a school staffed by ex- 
perienced well - trained teach- 


ers, a resident psychologist, a 
psychiatrist or. call, a physician 
within telephone distance, and 
a head who can administer this 
sort of school wisely. For this 
place, I would look for a re- 
tired army colonel, because he 
knows how to manage men, 
knows administration and su- 
pervision. 


Some people will cry, "Soft," 


insist 
upon 
punishment for 


these young criminals. 
They 


could be right, but we should 
make sure of that before pro- 
ceeding. Give the nonconform- 
ist his chance to see what a 
decent life can be, what it 
means to be clean, to be fed 
well, to be led, to have some- 
thing worthwhile to do each 
day.

Why Grow Old? 


Physical Checkup Should 
Precede Strenuous Exercise

I would like to give a few warnings to those of you who are 


beginning regular exercise for the sake of health and figure. As 
1 have said before you should always have a physical checkup, 
at least of your heart and blood pressure, before beginning. 
I also have warned you many times to begin easy and build up 
gradually. 


Many women do not realize 


what a big difference there is 
in the amount.of exercise in- 
dividuals can take with bene- 
fit. What would be overdoing 
for one woman would bo easy 
for another.

This depends on physical

exercise for this reason. No 
matter how slowly you begin, 
you will experience some sore- 
ness, but not to such an ex- 
treme degree. If you continue 
each day the discomfort soon 
will pass.

Advice from 
Officer Birch

CHIEF, U.S. SECRET SERVICE 


ONE OF THE most important jobs in the world is that 
of Chief U. E. Baughman of the U.S. Secret Service, 
charged with protecting the President and guarding 
U.S. current/ against counterfeiters. 


A policeman doesn't have to arrest people to 
have an important influence on their lives. 


As a hoy in Philadelphia I used to go with 


other kids to a neighborhood store to buy ice- 
cream cones — that is, whenever I had a nickol. 
After geltirig the cones we would congregate in 
front of the store, talking, laughing and sky- 
larking in the street until Officer Bill Birch 
sauntered by and told us to go home. 


I guess most of us were a little scared of Bill's 


gruff tone and silver badge. Anyway, we never 
argued with him — though we expressed our 
opinions of him when we were out of earshot. 


Later, Bill was assigned to a playground 


where we worked off our excess energy in base- 
ball, football or some other athletics. We came 
to know him as a man rather than as a cop. We 
discovered that he was a pretty good scout. 


In 1927, when 1 was 22, I was appointed to 


the U.S. Secret Service as a clerk-stenographer 
at $1,800 a year — about $35 a week. 1 enjoyed 
the work, but after a few weeks my friends, who 
were making $50 to $75 a week in ordinary 
jobs, started kidding me; 
, 
"You're crazy, working as a Government 


clerk," one told me. "You'll never gel anywhere." 


"That's right," said another. "Get smart. You 


don't want to be a clerk all your life." 


They had me pretty well convinced. My 


father was ill and 1-worried about helping my 
parents. When I (old my mother about trying to 
decide about looking for another job, she didn't 
exactly try to talk me out of it. "Your father and 


1 have enough for our immediate needs," she 
shrugged. "If you like Government service, stay 
in it — hut look forward to your own future."- 


A day or so before I was ready to resign, I 


ran into Officer Birch. He knew I was in the 
Secret Service and asked how things were go- 
ing. I told him I had almost decided to leave, 
and why. 


"Do you like;the work?'1 he asked. 
"Sure. I like it fine, except for the pay." 
"You could probably make a lot more some- 


where else," he agreed. "You'll never gel rich 
in the police business. And if you stay in the 
.Secret Service you'll probably see the time when 
you'll.be insulted by a lot of people who don't 
know what your real job is. You'll work long, 
hard hours doing things nobody will thank you 
for." 


"All the more reason to leave,-" i admitted. 
'.'Wail up, now," he said. "I'm not done. 


Maybe someday you'll be protecting the Presi- 
dent of the United States — and what more im- 
portant job is there than that? And you'll be 
taking a lot'of crooks out of circulation. You'll 
be helping to make this country a better place to 
live in. And when you go home at night, you can 
sit down like I do and.be satisfied with yourself. 
That's worth a lot more than money, son." 


Bil! Birch talked for a half hour — and I'm 


glad he did. In nearly 30 years in the Secret 
Service, my duties have taken me into slums and 
palaces. I've mixed with crooks and killers, with 
presidents, princes and kings. As he predicted, 
I've worked long hours at thankless jobs. But 
as he said, I feel it's been worthwhile. 


I wish I could personally thank Officer Birch. 


And tell him he-was right about one thing: I'll 
never gel rich on the job. But who cares? 
•

FLIGHT IN PROGRESS 


James Stewart is reenacting Lindbergh's epic 


transatlantic hop. Here's how he sees his job

• Next May 21, 29 years to the day since 
Charles A. Lindbergh flew the Atlantic 
in 1927, Warner Brothers will release 
one of the biggest pictures of 1956, The 
Spirit of Si. Louis. Its star: James Stew- 
art, 46, in the role of Lindbergh at 25. 


In Paris, shooting the end of the pic- 


ture first — Lindbergh's landing at Le 
Bourget airport — Stewart recently con- 
fided that of the 52 motion pictures he's 
made in his 20-year career, Spirit of Si. 
Louis is the most difficult. 
' 


"To begin with," he explained, "we're 


not'telling in this picture the life story 
of Charles A. Lindbergh. If'we ,were, 
we'd have'plenty of drama, plenty of in- 
cident. An embarrassment of riches. In- 
stead we're limited to 33 hours in Lind- 
bergh's life, the 33 hours in which he sa! 
in the cockpit and -flew the Atlantic 
Ocean. 


"Now movie-wise that's a pretty (ough 


thing to show and make interesting. Mat- 
ter .of fact, if General Lindbergh hadn't 
been so understanding — he's let us take 


. liberties in the script — we'd be up a 


creek. 


"For example, before Lindy took off 


from Roosevelt Field on I^>ng Island, he 
equipped his plane with a new compass. 
There was no room for it on the instru- 
ment panel, so he installed it overhead. 
In order to read it, he looked through a 


mirror'placed on his dashboard. The mir- 
ror was given to him by some girl re- 
porter. He doesn't remember her. . 


"In the movie, however, we use that 


girl to suggest a little love.interest. The 
girl gives Lindy the mirror. As he ap- 
proaches Europe he's so sleepy he can't 
stay awake. The Spirit of St. Louis hanks 
to the left and is headed into the ocean. 
A shaft of sunlight suddenly hits the 
mirror and the reflection flashes in Lind- 
bergh's eyes. It snaps him out of his 
sleep. He rights the plane and continues 
to Paris, and by giving htm that mirror 
the girl has saved his life. 


. "It really didn't happen that, way, but 
that's how we're playing it. We're trying" 
to materialize, via flashbacks, 'Lind- 
bergh's thoughts as he piloted his plane. 
His fear of landing in Spain or even 
Egypt. His terrible overwhelming urge 
to fall asleep. That was his greatest fear. 
That's the stuff we're trying to show. And 
brother! It isn't easy. 


"Take this problem of locations. It's 


impossible to duplicate things as they 
were.30 years ago. In 1927 Lindbergh 
took oft from Roosevelt 'Field. Today 
Roosevelt Field is a housing center, and 
if you try to use any nearby airport, the 
camera picks up the television antennas 
on the surrounding roofs. 


"As a rcsuh we're shooting'thc takeoff 


scene outside of Eureka, Calif. Billy 


JAMES STEWART, A6. at. Lindbergh. 


_ 
CHARIES LINDBERGH, 25, as himself. 


Wilder, our director, is making every 
possible cfTorl to avoid anachronisms. 


"The landing scene which we shot the 


other night. It wasn't shot at Lc Bourget, 
because Lc Hourgel today no longer re- 
sembles Lc Bourgcl of \')27. We shot it 
at Gii:>yancourt aerodrome. Wilder, had 
5,000 extras breaking through the police 
lines to greet me as I climbed out of The 
S/iiiii i>/ Si. Louis. 


"Actually when Lindbergh landed in 


Lc Bourgcl, there were 150,000 French- 
men on hand to greet him. But who can 
afford or control 150,000 extras?" 


How did he feel playing so famous a 


contemporary as Lindbergh? 


"Frankly," Jimmy confided, "I feel a 


bit shaky about it. But ihis is one role I 
really wanted. And il" it hadn'l been Tor 
my dad 1 don't think I would'vc gotten il. 


"He put the pressure on Lcland Hay- 


ward just at the right lime. When 1.eland 
bought the book a while back, 1 called 
him up anil said, 'How about it?' He was 
very frank. 'Sorry, Jim,1 be said. 'You're 
loo old, loo old for Ihc part.' 


"A few months ago my father — he's 


8<1 years old — got married again and 
came oul to the Coasl with his new bride. 
We bad dinner with the Haywards one 
night, and Lcland began talking about 
his casting difficulties with The Spirit of 
Si. Lnnis. 'Now, look here,' my dad 
spoke up, 'Jim's the boy for that Lind- 


bergh picture. Jim's the boy and 1 want 
you to put him in-it." Lcland looked up. 
'You're probably right,' he told my dad. 
Then he turned to me and said, 'Let's 
talk about it tomorrow.' That's how 1 
got Ihc role." 


"Since then," I asked, "have you and 


Lindbergh conferred frequently? Have 
you talked to him about his feelings, his 
actions, his memories of the flight?" 


"I've seen him a few times," Jim said. 


"But there's never been any such discus- 
sion. First lime I met the General — 
Hayward introduced us at Romanoff's 
—r 1 made a fool of myself. 1 was so 
nervous that I spoke loo.much and said 
too little. The next lime, aflcr Ihc role 
was finalized, 1 said, 'General, I'll try 
and do a good job.' He smiled and .said 
very kindly, 'Jim, I'm sure you will.' 


"There's one ihing, however, 1 musl 


talk to him about. That's how he handled 
Tlic S/iiiil of Si. Lonia. I want to hold 
the stick just rigbl, not loo much piny. 
In Slmicgic Air Command 1 made the 
mistake in one scene of. showing loo 
much business in landing a plane. Later, 
an Air Force pilot called me on il. 'You 
flew during (he war,' he said. 'You didn't 
have to go through that rigmarole to land 
the ship.' That's the lype of technical 
mistake I don't want lo make (his lime." 


Stewart, who has been willing to take 


a percentage of a picture's profits instead 
of straight salary — his share of the 
profits on 10 films will bring him a mini- 
mum of S7,500,000 — is receiving a 
slraighl salary lor Spirit <>l St. Lonix. 


"Bclween the two of us." he admitted, 


"[ would'vc played this pan for pretty 
nearly nothing. In my book, acling Ihc 
role of Charles A. Lindbergh is a great 
honor. I don't want to sound corny, bill 
for a small-town guy like me from In- 
diana, I'a., it's a great honor. I'm gelling 
more kick out of il than anything I've 
done in years." 
• 


THE SPIRIT OF 'SPIRIT' 


Billy Wilder, the film's director, says, 
"This film is not the biography of Lind- 
bergh; it's the biography of his flight. 
It starts with Lindbergh (Jimmy Stew- 
art) standing in the Los Angeles Inter- 
national Airport, watching the arrival 
of his old plane, The Spirit of St. Louis, 
from the Smithsonian Institution in 
Washington. All around him we show 
the progress in aviation which he made 
possible by his epic Might. We then go 
back to his days as a mail pilot and 
barnstormer when he dreamt of one 
day flying the Atlantic. 


"Hardly anybody believed he was a 


good enough pilot to cross the ocean. 
The Ryan people in San Diego and 
friends in St. Louis finally helped him 
get his crate of wood and steel to- 
gether. And he took off. He was an un- 
known without money or influence or 
position. But he had his dream. And he 
made it come true."

HIS ts KINO Football's sweetest monlh. During the next 
three,Saturdays millions of his loyal subjects, half de- 
ranged by a fierce thirst for touchdowns, will roll roars 
across hundreds of gridirons as traditional foes meet 


in games that "must" be woo. They'll be goaded on by garishly 
dressed bands that jig onto the field in eccentric steps, skirling 
fight songs, and by white-swealered cheerleaders who urge their 
heroes to "hit 'em again — harder!" 


One such pleader is 19-year-old Patricia (Pad) Kozacik, 


captain of the Indiana University "yell squad" here. (They're 
yells, not cheers, to the boys and girls who lead them.) Patt, 
a fresh-faced, bright-eyed junior, believes that "ydls are a way 
to tell your team there's someone wishing they could help." 


How strong is this wishing today, compared to 20 and -30 


years ago? Has this scientific era, with its accent on reason 
over emotion, washed away much of the college "rah-rah" 
spirit? To find out, FAKADE spent a football week end on the 
Indiana U. campus as Patt and her yell squad (opposite page, 
top) tried whipping up enthusiasm for a major game against 
Michigan Stale. 


The response was ear-splitting. At a Friday-night pep rally, 


about 3,000 students — nearby one-third the student body — 
ripped out yeb ("Go you, I.U., FIGHT, FIGHT, FIGHT"), 
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roared the Indiana Victory Song ("We're all behind you . . . 
you'll stop for nothing at all ..."), rocked the auditorium walls 
with roars for coach Bernie Crimmins after he' had reviewed 
Indiana's chances ("We're going to have to fight all the way"). 


But below the noise, according to some faculty members, 


was less enthusiasm than there used to be. Says Frank Alien, 
director of athletics: "Twenty-years ago you had very few 
kids — 'maybe 1 or 2 per cent — going to _college. Today it 
seems that nearly every other boy and girl goes. College, as a 
result, doesn't have the same importance to students as it did 
20 years ago, and they therefore embrace its activities less 
wholeheartedly." 


Other faculty members — here and in other colleges (p. 14) 


— disagree. To some, football spirit in 1955 is at an all-time 
high. Whether or not that's true, the job of Pan and her crew 
is not an easy one. Up until nearly midnight on the eve of the 
game (as a reporter for the school's daily newspaper, she had 
to write a story on the pep rally), Patt was awake by 7:30 on 
Saturday morning. She took a two-hour test in English from 10 
to 12, played hostess at her sorority house to her visiting par- 
ents and the girl yd I leaders from Michigan State, then strode 
bravely to the game. For how Patt and her Indiana team fared, 
turn to following pages.

"Kill him! Kill him!" screamed Pall, bounc- 
ing up and down in her saddle shoes as a 
Michigan Sliitc halfback burst into the open. 
A moment later he was flattened by an In- 
diana lacklcr and Patt whirled to lend a yell 
of thanksgiving. 


Then Indiana took the hall on the 50-yard 


line. "We want a touchdown!" the home 
stands thundered on cue from Patt. An In- 
dianii pass brought the ball to the Michigan 
Stale 25 and a panting Palt, her face flushed 
from excitement and exertion, called for a 
new yell:

that shook even Patt. She was shaken 
some more a few minutes later as Mich- 
igan State rolled to two touchdowns and 
a 14-10-7 lead. 


Still bubbling with outward confi- 


dence, however, Patt peppered the team 
with, chatter ("Come on you guys out 
there, let's go"), lectured a.new girl on 
leading yells ("No, don't let them lead 
you; yon1 lead them"), begged cheers 
from the stands: 


"Hey, Hey, HO! HO! 
Come on Hoosiers, let's GO!" 
But only Michigan State went — for 


another touchdown, to lead, 20-7. Patt 
wrung her hands, squinted at the score- 
board, suddenly swung to the crowd: 
"We're still with them; let's let them 
know it!" The crowd obliged with a roar. 


Indiana forged back in the final period 


for a second touchdown, but Michigan 
Slate then ran out the clock, winning 
20-13. A bone-tired Patt took defeat sto- 
ically: "We're used to it out here." (Last 
season, Indiana won but three of its nine 
games.) 


The off-lhe-field Patt looks and acls 


more like a serious college woman than 
a bouncy cheerleader. Poised and unhur- 
ried, she displays an adult surencss. Her 
ability to switch into a cartwhecjing ycll- 
inciter traces to an early training in show 
business: as a child in Whiting, Ind., she 
lap-danced professionally in hotels and 
USO shows. 


Yelling Is Living 


Her first yell-leading job came in 


yrumm'ar. school ("I wanted to meet 
some boys"). In high school she led yells 
for two years, appeared in school plays, 
played violin in the school orchestra, still 
managed to graduate third in her class. 


On entering Indiana, Patt — like all 


would-be Hoosier yell leaders — com- 
peted with about.40 other freshmen for 
the two open spots on the six-member- 
squad, First she flashed locomotives to a 
special student-faculty committee, which 
picked her and four others! These final- 
ists performed before the students at the 
season's first pep rally, and Patt was one 
of two chosen by student applause. 


"Most of the kids who win have had 


yelling experience in high school," says 


faculty adviser Bob Stebbins. "As a re- 
sult they can start right in with little 
practice." 


Patt has few moments for practice 


anyway. Besides reporting school news 
(she hopes to be a newspaperwoman), 
B-student Patt spends about 60 hours a 
week in classes or studying for them. 


Nevertheless she never misses a home 


basketball or football game and usually 
travels with the football team for "away" 
games. As a yell leader, she has only one 
peeve — "students who think it's kid stuff 
to yell. They're being kids themselves, 
for yelling is living the game with the 
players, just as you would live a movie 
or play with the actors." 


Are the college kids too noisy on foot- 


hall week ends? "Some people say we're 
boisterous," Patt says seriously, "but 
what they take for boisterousness is really 
just a large friendliness." 


She's made only one blooper as a yell 


leader. In her first game — against Ohio 
Slate — she got the Indiana fans boom- 
ing. "Wewant a touchdown,"thcnlooked 
around to discover Ohio State 'had the 
ba"-

Is lh;it old football spiril — with yell lenders, 
bonfires and pep rallies — becoming as obso- 
lele on U.S. campuses as coonskin coals and 
mandolins? l! depends on whom you ask, 
PARADE found after surveying 20 colleges 
across ihe nation. But .one thing is certain: 
football spiril in 1955 is not what it was in 
the '20s and '30s. 


There's a lot less idolizing of the football 


player as a BMOC (Big Man on Campus). 
"To be popular, players have lo be top notch 
in other things besides football," says Ohio 
State Assistant Dean James H. McElhancy. 


The influx of war veterans and married 


students has had a restraining effect on the 
"rah-rah" hoys and girls. At Brown Univer- 
sity, says Provosl Samuel T. Arnold, "students 
during the '20s and '30s were more feverish 
and less rational than they arc today. I think 
it's part of the generally higher stage of 
maturity among undergraduates these days." 


One of the most noticeable changes is 


fewer and shorter victory celebrations. "In the 
old days." says Michigan Dean Waller H. 
Rca, "studcnls would overturn streetcars, 
create disturbances in theaters and generally 
be troublesome. These things don't happen 
on the campus any more." 


That may be overstating Ihe case, however, 


for some schools report student enthusiasm al 
an all-time peak. Al Texas Christian, says 
Dr. Henry Haret,'chairman of the Athletic 


. Council, "we seem lo be returning lo the great 


enthusiasms thai swept the campus prior to 
1942." 


Other schools report equal student fervor 


— but only during a good season. Ai Arkan- 
sas, for instance, last year's student body put 
on the largest demonstration ever seen by 
Alhlclic Chairman Dclhcrt Swarl/., who's 
been there 27 years. When Arkansas unex- 


pectedly won Ihe Southwesl Conference title, 
sludcnl cars were lined for 20 miles. 


The main reason for ihesc low and high 


tides in football spiril today seems lo be more _ 
"things to do" on campuses. Twenty and 30 
years ago, says Russell liallreall, dad of an 
Indiana U. football player, "all we had to do 
was root for our football team — whelhcr 
il was good, bad or indifferent, liul now 
there's more social activity on campus, and 
the kids have autos lo take (hem off it." 


That doesn't automatically mean less school 


spirit as such. "Pride in ihe school," explains 
Florida Dean Dennis Stanley, "has been 
transformed from simple yelling for ihe foot- 
ball team lo a deeper pride, thai of belonging 
lo some part of the school — whether it be 
ihe French club, the Dramatic Club or some 
other active school group." 


Sound 
Off! 


' Florida, nevertheless, would like to see 
more spirit behind the football team. As a 
result, students and faculty arc trying to en- 
courage a new campus cry. instead of the 
traditional "Here, sir" at KOTC roll calls, 
sludcnls now answer with "Fighlin' Gators!" 


Many schools —like Maryland, Illinois, 


Miami (Florida) and Tennessee — report 
football spirit as high and even higher than 
ever before. But even they have found some 
changes. Says Tennessee's alumni secretary 
John Smarlt: "Today it lacks the personal 
touch, because the studcnl Ixidy is much 
larger and nol many of the sludcnls arc per- 
sonally acquainted with the players." 


With Ihis personal touch gone, Iherc are 


fewer prc-gamc bonfires. Hul professors arc 
mosl delighlcd by one change: post-game 
"celebrations, lhal once m'ighl go on for days, 
now end usually on Saturday night.

CONGRESSIONAL JUNKETS? 


They're run on your money, Are they good -or bad? Here are inside facts

WASHINGTON, D.C. 


By unofficial count, no less than 23 I Sena- 
tors and Representatives — over a third of 
Congress — went globe-trotting this past 
tourist season in the biggest Congressional 
exodus in history. 


The great lawmakers' game called junket- 


ing — played largely, of course, with tax- 
payers' money — reached .such proportions 
that when President Eisenhower considered 
calling a special session of Congress, an 
aide remarked wryly: "You'd better call it 
in Paris." Meanwhile, in London, Ambassa- 
dor Winlhrop Aldrich cabled the State De- 
partment plaintively that the Congressional 
horde had just about worn the British red 
carpet thin. And dozens pf Congressmen 
were admitted behind the Iron Curtain for 
Ihe first time in years. 


Many junketers followed grueling sched- 


ules, inspecting U.S. spending abroad, gath- 
ering information to shape future legislation 
and spreading goodwill. Bui others simply 
enjoyed a plush vacation at the taxpayers' 
expense. One Senator's wife, on an "ofTicial" 


I rip with her husband, wrote back frankly 
to friends: ''John is truly relaxing and hav- 
ing the time of his life. He and I are having 
a long-delayed honeymoon." 


Most Congressional committees rale a 


special military plane, complete with Air 
Force stewards to serve meals and handle 
baggage, an escort officer to smooth out 
travel arrangements and sometimes even a 
doctor (o minister to aches and pains. 
Wives, children and assorted relalives are 
common free-riders on these planes. 


Congressmen traveling alone don't get a 


private plane but go free anyway, usually 
on an Air Force plane or Navy ship going 
their way. They are supposed to travel on 
a space-available basis, but it's a bold trans- 
portation officer who gives a corporal pri- 
ority over a Congressman. In September, 
for example, a Senate Appropriations sub- 
committee, including wives and assorted 
aides, displaced 40 military wives and chil- 
dren booked to join (heir menfolk in 
Europe. 


One Southern Senator toured around the 


world, tying up embassy limousiries, press- 
ing embassy employes into guide service 
and using embassy planes to hop from one 
nation to the next. Then he came home and 
wrote a report criticizing waslc in embassies, 
particularly high expenditures for limou- 
sines and planes. 
v This lime of year a favorite Congressional 
vacation is a two-week cruise to sunny 
Panama. 1'hree small ships of the Govern- 
ment-owned Panama Line — each equipped 
with swimming pool and bar — operate be- 
tween New York and the Canal Zone. Any 
Congressman can lake the free cruise .for 
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Ihe asking and need pay only $92 round-lrip 
for each extra guest. The ordinary citizen 
pays $315 round-trip. 


Justification for Congressional junkels is 


easy to find on Capilol Hill. "If 1 had my 
way," says Sen. Homer Capcharl (R., Ind.), 
"I'd pass a law requiring every member of 
Congress to spend at least three months of 
the year traveling lo different parls of the 
world. You can'l run a business from an ' 
office desk. It's the same with (he United 
Slates Governmenl; you can'l run it from 
an office in Washington." 


Some'Other Opinions 


As for free transportation, Capchart 


adds: "The Army and Navy ought to give 
us all Ihc transportation needed. They're 
running planes and ships anyhow."

From Rep. Percy Priest (D., Tenn.) is 


heard: "ll is hardly fair for ihc press to 
refer lo these trips as joyrides.

Congressmen abroad have made 
friends-and enemies—for U. S. 


acknowledges: "Overseas trips can, 1 sup- 
pose, do good." 


Once abroad, at any rate, traveling law- 


.makers can take advantage of a peculiar 
money deal. Most countries, being short of 
dollars, are allowed by law to pay for U.S. 
supplies in their own currencies. In 1953, 
Congress slipped through a special amend- 
ment giving members free access to "coun- 
terpart funds," as this money is called, to 
pay their overseas expenses. 


Special account No. 19 FT 561 was set 


aside for exclusive use of junketing Con- 
gressmen. All they need is a requisition 
signed by a committee chairman. This is 
good for free spending money at our em- 
bassies in 42 countries. It is dished out 
liberally, no accounting asked and none 
given except for vague totals. 


Souvenirs for Sale 


Result has been free-spending binges that 


amount, in many instances, to the point of. 
scandal. The funds have been used to fi- 
nance lavish entertainment, to purchase 
expensive gifls. One Oklahoma Congress- 
man, his pockets stuffed with counterpart 
funds, loaded up on fancy merchandise in 
Europe. He set up shop in his office to sell 
the goods to House employes at fantastic 
profits. Others bring back for their own use 
well over the $500 limit on purchases. 


Some committee chairmen, of course, set 


a strict spending limit. Chairman Ciint 
Anderson (D..N.M.) of the Atomic Energy 
Committee, for instance, paid all hotel bills 
for his Junketing members but limited their 
counterpart spending money to $15 per day 
apiece. 


How much counterpart money has been 


spent by Members of Congress? And cx- 


• 
actiy how was it used? Says a Slate Depart- 
ment spokesman: "We are the bankers for 
the committees of Congress. As the bankers, 
we cannot give out any information." 


A Treasury Department man: "Thai's the 


Slate Department's baby. Talk to them." 


Another State Department employe: "I 


tried to find out myself, but 1 was told I 
would be better off not asking any ques- 
tions." 


By law, these counterpart expense ac- 


counts are supposed lo be submitted to the 
House Administration and Senate Appropri- 
ations committees. Except for a few general 
totals dating back to mid-1954, however, 
(he figures are locked in Congressional safes. 


Even these padlocked figures don't give 


a breakdown of the spending, a confidential 
source reports. Based on incomplete vouch- 
ers, he estimates that junketing Congress- 
men will spend well over $350,000 in coun- 
terpart funds this fiscal year. 


In contrast to the free-loaders, many 


Congressmen spend frugally and even pay 
for their own transportation. Senate GOP 
Leader William Knowlanci, for example, 
pays his own way when he feels a trip is not 
"strictly Congressional business even though 
1 am informing myself on matters import- 
ant to Congress." 


Whoever foots the bill, the American 


people are judged by the behavior of their 
representatives overseas. Most leave a good 
impression and improve our standing with 
the rest of the world. A few do not. 


A horrible example —one Europeans 


are still talking about — was set by a South- 
ern Congressman who literally staggered 
through Europe a couple of seasons ago. In 
Paris he entertained himself playing the 
harmonica and yelling rebel war whoops. 
Once he was caught cavorting in a Paris 
hotel corridor in his underwear. In Madrid, 
he tore the dress off a frightened lady guide 
and stopped citizens on the street, demand- 
ing belligerently: "Why don't you like the 
United States?" This Congressman finally 
landed in a hospital with delirium tremens 
— to the relief of American officials. 


Another gay Senator slapped the King of 


Greece on .the back and hugged the Queen. 
This was the same man who grabbed Wes! 
Germany's President and swung him around 
the floor in a heavy-footed version of a 
Viennese waltz. Then there was the Sena- 
torial imbiber at a recent Helsinki reception 
who shocked the assembled dignitaries by 
smacking a prominent Finnish lady on-hcr 
equally prominent derriere. 


At the Vatican, a member, of the 


Congressional Atomic Energy Committee 
harassed the Pope with belligerent and ir- 
relevant questions. When an embarrassed 
colleague tried gently to silence him, the 
truculent Congressman jerked a thumb at 
His Holiness and blurted: "I don't want any 
answers from you. I want an answer from 
him." 


Fortunately outnumbering such cut-ups 


are the many traveling Congressmen who 
make friends and improve relations. Massa- . 
chusetts1 Joe Martin created so much good- 
will on a German lour, for example, that a 
member of the Bundestag later used a pic- 
ture of himself with the American states- 
man as campaign literature. He wrote 
Martin: "Your picture got me many voles." 


One of the most publicized trips — the 


unauthorized and self-financed visit of Har- 
lem's Congressman Adam Powell (D., 
N.Y.) to the Bandung Conferences of 29 
Asiatic and African countries — was the 
direct cause of our gaining face in that area. 
Powell created a sensation with his remarks 
at a press conference embarrassing China's 
Red dictator, Chou En-Iai. 


Jokes with Khrushehev 
^ 


Behind the Iron Curtain this year Con- 


gressmen generally made friends with 
people who had had only a propaganda 
version of America. Sen. Estes Kefauver 
(D., Tenn.) even preached a sermon at 
Moscow's only Baptist church. And chief 
Communist Nikita Khrushchev exchanged 
wisecracks with Sen. George Malonc (R., 
Nev.) during a private audience with five 
U.S. Senators. "Columbus discovered Amer- 
ica. Now Senator Malone thinks he is dis- 
covering 
the 
Soviet 
Union," 
grinned 


Khrushchev. 


Lawmakers, junket-bent, have come' up 


with a variety of flimsy excuses for free 
trips to sec the work!. The House Merchant 
Marine and Fisheries Committee, for in- 
stance, toured Europe last summer to com- 
pare European shipbuilding costs with our 
own. The committee could have taken a 
shorter junket — just a few blocks up Vir- 
ginia Avenue to the Slate Department. 
There, more detailed information is on file 
than ever could he pkked up on a whirl- 
wind tour of Europe. 


Likewise, Congressmen George Andrews 


(D., Ala.), James Frazier (D., Tenn.) and. 
George Shuford (D., N.C.) went off to 
study— with the aid of their families — 
laws of .foreign countries. Just a block from 
their offices they could have found the same 
information neatly catalogued at the Li- 
brary of Congress. • 


On the other hand, many junkets are 


based on sound reasons and'produce valu- 
able results. Take the work of the far- 
ranging House Government Operations 


Committee. Here are some accomplish- 
ments, direct or indirect, of its junketing 
"subcommittees: 
• Recapture of $100 million worth of U.S. 
equipment that had been transferred with-- 
out authority to a German government 
agency, which was happily peddling it — to 
the tune of about $44 million — to any 
country it could find, including the original 
owner. 
• Halting the activities of a busy Britisher 
from Hong Kong, who had bought and was 
carting away 60,000 tons of needed military 
supplies from Okinawa. 
• Regrouping-$16 million worth of U.S. 
property scattered over Greece. 


Then there was a 55-day junket to South 


America, led by Indiana's Senator Cape- 
hart. The louring Senators learned that 
U.S. business was taking a beating alt over 
South America from foreign competitors,

largely because the Export-Import Bank's 
stiff credit policy was literally driving busi- 
ness away from us. The trip resulted in a 


. revised Export-Import Bank Act. • . 


The examples could go on endlessly. In 


the world oulside, where two-thirds of the 
U.S. budget is being spent, Congressional 
committees have uncovered and remedied 
waste and bumbling. They have learned 
firsthand of needed reforms and written 
appropriate legislation. They have talked 
directly to the people of the world. Such 
trips, with split-second schedules and heavy 
work loads, are anything but glamorous. 


So American taxpayers pay their money 


and lake — not their choice, but polluck as 
to whether junkets arc worthwhile. Here's 
the way Congressman John Vorys (R., 
Ohio) sums it up: 


"Congressional Iravelcrs perform abroad - 


pretty much as they do at homer Some work

merit of Congressional visits is like talking 
about muskmetons.

In the last seven months, the phone number 
pictured above has become a symbol of hope, 
courage ami comfort to thousands of people 
here and in neighboring suburbs of New York 
City. Reason: The answer they get when they 
dial it is a 56-second recorded prayer. 


In a small mullkm-windowed room of the 


Hitchcock Memorial Church here, three tele- 
phone-answering devices click steadily away 
to deliver their streamlined yet inspirational 


messages. For 24 hours a day, seven days a 
week they are rarely silent. 


In the long hours of the night, a young 


woman sleepless with grief over the recent 
death of her husband is comforted by a 
prayer. A hospital patient, restlessly awaiting 
the dawn, picks up the phone. In mid-after- 
noon, a harried executive dials the prayer 
number and finds a moment's relaxation. A 
mother, worrying over news of a son ill at 
college, hears words that give her renewed

Clergy anil congregation of ihe 42-year-old 


Presbylerian church marvel at the ama/.ing 
response lo the "dial-a-prayer" idea. When 
two machines operated at full capacity, calls 
were coming in at the rate of 1,600 a day. 
With the recent addition of a third, the , 
rate has jumped to more than 2,000 a day. 
Since (he first machine was installed last 
April, more than 200,000. prayers have been 
transmitted over the telephone wires. 


Says Dr. Robert W. Youngs, pastor: "At 


first we expected about 50 calls a day. The 


" telephone company, which wasn't too keen 


about installing the machine, estimated 25. 
The very first day there were 200 calls. 
Within a week the telephone company'was 
begging us to install another machine. The 
first one had reached its saturation point and 
overflow calls were jamming the lines." 


These things also happened: 


• A parishioner whose number was similar 
to the one originally assigned to the prayer 
phone irately demanded that the church 
change the number. He said his telephone 


- was ringing day and night. 


• As a result of a newspaper headline read- 
ing "Dial a Prayer," people began dialing 
A-P-R-A-Y-E-R, which corresponds to the 
number of a tombstone dealer in Brooklyn, 
N.Y. He complained that he was getting 
about 200 calls a day asking for prayers. 


Thanks - and Pranks 


• One caller sent a letter of thanks to Dr. 
Youngs for his recorded prayers and en- 
closed a dollar for a copy of one he had 
heard. Later, he sent $5 more. 
• The pranksters had their day. On a loca! 
golf course a man made a particularly bad 


- score. To rib him, his fellow-players sent out 


a caddy to (ell him to call the prayer phone 
number. Fuming, the man dialed and listened 
— then hung up in silence. 


"We knew things like this were bound to 


happen," says Dr. Youngs. "That's why we 
resisted publicity. But the pranksters and 
curiosity-seekers soon stopped dialing." 


The prayers are composed by Dr. Youngs 


and his two associate pastors, Dr. Frank L. 
Gosnell and the Rev. Bruce Bowen. All are 
undenominational and arc recorded twice 


daily — at 6 a.m. and at 5:30 p.m. There are 
prayers for morning, evening, Sundays and 
holidays. Some are original, some are taken 
from the prayer book, some are keyed to 
familiar passages in the Bible. In every case, 
Dr. Youngs points out, they have a specific 
theme. 


When disastrous hurricanes battered the 


Eastern part of the country, for example, 
listeners could hear a prayer for "such con- 
fidence in Thy love and care thai however 
heavy the clouds, we may without fear abide 
all storms and troubles of this.life." When 
President Eisenhower was stricken, a prayer 
was composed for his recovery.

The publicity Dr. Youngs does not want is 


spreading the prayer-phone idea across the 
country. In an East Cleveland, Ohio, church, 
10 machines arc operating at the rate of al- 
most 13,000 calls per day. Other prayer 
phones are busy in churches in Orlando, Fla., 
Kansas City, Kan., and on the West Coast. 


Meanwhile, the machines at the Hitchcock 


Memorial Church hum steadily around the 
clock with their inspirational messages. With 
calls building up to the rate of more than 
one a minute, Dr. Youngs hazards a long- 
range guess as lo the future of dial-a-prayer.

"that it will go on forever."

An 8-year-old, groping to understand life, points 


. JKSSUP, HA. 


Every afternoon, 8-year-old Salvatore An- 
gello frisks in the yard of his home here, 
eight miles north of Scranton, and looks 
out a! a world sometimes lonely, sometimes 
hostile and always bewildering. 


At 3:30 his friends stream home from 


school, carrying books full of bright pic- 
tures separated by columns of print that 
Sal does not comprehend and possibly never 
will. They play games like football, in which 
they run and throw themselves on the 
ground; when Sal rims ami throws himself 
on the ground, loo, they ask him — not 
harshly but kindly — (o please sit and 
watch. .Sometimes they play tag, running in 
circles and whooping; Sa! runs and whoops, 
too, but somehow it is not the same. Thus 
he sits on the sidelines, puzzled and wistful. 


_His is a world few know about and fewer 


yet care about. Sal is a Mongoloid, a men- 
ially retarded child. Although he is 8, his 
mind is the mind of a 3-year-old. Even his 
younger sister. Rose Marie (herself only

3), calls him "(he baby." And even if he 
lives to be 30 (Mongoloids have rarely 
lived longer), il is doubtful that his menial 
age will ever rise above 7 years. 


There are probably about 200,000 other 


Mongoloids (so called because of their 
slanting eyes and yellowish complexion) 
in the U.S. They are not insane; they have 
not "lost their minds." Their brains simply 
have not developed at the normal rale. No 
one really knows why; the best guess is thai 
a chemical reaction during 
pregnancy 


causes the condition. They are not danger- 
ous. Actually, they arc jovial, great mimics 
and easily led. 


Mongoloids, however, make up only a 


small percentage of the retarded. There are 
nearly 4Vi million others, ranging from the 
near helpless to the near normal. Although 
this figure (3,000 on! of 100,000) is far 
higher than the rate for crippling polio 
(300 out of 100,000) or cerebral palsy (350 
out of 100,000), their plight has been 
largely ignored. New York, for instance, 


has only two small clinics for menially de- 
ficient children; Washington, D.C., has 
one. Too oflen, ihc menially delicicnt have 
bucked the calloused feeling once expressed 
to Sal's mother, Mrs. Cecelia Lcil/a: "These 
kids aren't all there, anyway. Why start 
anything for them?" 


Fortunately, Sal has never met this 


cruelty face to face. He lives amid gentle- 
ness and care, profccted by a devoted 
mother, doling grandparents and a remark- 
able stepfather, F;rank l.cilza, who married 
Sal's mother although 
he realized the 


burden of caring for a retarded child. Even 
Kose Marie is protective. When Sal is pun- 
ished, she often will fly at her mother, 
screaming, "Don't hit Sal!" 


He must be sheltered 2<1 hours a day, for 


he prowls restlessly, driven on and on by 
an inability to keep up interest. He has little 
conception of danger. Once he walked 
straight into a lake, and the water was al- 
most over his head when his stepfather 
rescued him. Last fall, he was playing wilh 


his grandfather's pointers when one dog's 
leash looped around his neck; Sal almost 
strangled before his moihcr rescued him. 


Only TV keeps him still. He can watch 


it, rapt, by the hour, taking special delight 
in animated cartoons, commercials and 
dancing. Often he will persuade Rose Marie 
to "dance" with him, and they bounce to- 
gether in zeslful imitation of jitlei bugging. 
The two play together a good deal, but the 
games are Rose Marie's idea — and played • 
at her level. 


Sal romps through Rose Marie's games 


delightedly, for he is an easy-going, amia- 
ble child. The first word he ever said was 
"Okay," and it remains the mainstay of his 
vocabulary. Sal did not talk until he was 4; 
even now he can scarcely make a sentence 
more than three or four words long. Occa- 
sionally he startles the family with a longer 
one. "Go to bed, you bold brat!" he told 
Rose Marie recently. 


Eight. Years of Heartache 


Life with Sal has alternated between 


such surprises and heartbreaking disap- 
pointment. Not until he was 4 months old 
did his moihcr suspect something was 
wrong: she noticed he couldn'1 hold lip his 
head. Then followed a painful 10 months in 
which conflicting diagnoses pronounced 
him Mongoloid, then normal, then retarded 
again. By that time his mother's first mar- 
riage had broken up; she decided she would 
devote herself to Sal and never remarry. 11 
took two years of determined talking by 
Frank Leif/.a lo change her mind. 


Thereafter some things, at leasl, were 


better. Doctors had said Sal wouldn't walk 
until he was 4; he bcal thai by two years. 
They said he would be hard to toilet-train; 
il proved easy. Mrs. Leilza, overjoyed when 
Rose Marie was a normal child (the chances 
against a second Mongoloid in a family arc 
aslronomically high), feared Ihc two chil- 
dren would be jealous of each other; they 
actually are very close. 


Bui for the Leitzas, even (he most hopeful 


signs are edged wilh heartache. Sal was, 
and is, small for his age and fragile. Though 
he finally has learned to dress himself — 
almost—-his mother cries a little about 
that, too, for he still cannot remember from 
nighl to night which is the fronl of his 
pajamas. Once he was sent to a school for 
(he retarded (Pennhursl State) for a few 
months, but the family missed his dowdy, 
bouncing little figure and brought him home 
again. Now they are determined to keep 
him with them at all cosls and all burdens. 


Mrs. l.ciiza has become active in the local 


branch of ihc National Association for Re- 
tarded Children. Wilh several other moth- 
ers, she persuaded school authorities in 
nearby Throop lo set up a special class for 
Ihc menially deficient. Hut again came a 
disappointment: aflcr 10 days, the teacher 
decided she was unqualified for such work, 
and the class ended. The mothers arc fight- 
ing now to revive it. 


"Sal belongs to us," says Frank l.citza. 


"He's here in this world and we can't jusl 
discard him. And who knows, maybe some- 
one will discover a way to help children 
like Sal. Thai's what we keep hoping for. 
There's always lhal chance."

Home, Land 
and History

A 


T 2264 Radnor Avc. the two 
Indians met, smoked pipes. 


One gave the other nickel-sized 
pieces of mussel shells in ex- 
change for a piece oC pottery. 


It could have happened in 1769 


when 2264 Uadhor had no such 
formal address. For three arrow 
flights away, toward what is now 
7th St., was the site of the Puvvi 
Indian Village. 


The area the Indians roamed 


still occasionally reveals some oC 
their relics. 
But, for the most 


part, Los Altos—as it is now 
known—has covered the Indian 
stamping grounds with modem 
homes. 


Title Insurance and Trust Co., 


-133 
S. Spring St., Ix>s Angeles, 


the largest firm ol its kind in 
the world, is more concerned 
with the transfer of the land 
since the time oC the white man. 
And for 2264 Radnor—as well as 
1,543,787 other assessed suhdi- 
vided land parcels in Los Ange- 
les County—Title Insurance and 
Trust's voluminous records leave 
little unfold. 


In 
1784, 
a Spanish 
soldier 


named Manuel Nicto was gis'on 
the land at 2264 Radnor by Pedro 
Fages, the governor of the Prov- 
ince o[ California. 
11 was the 


largest of the grants made by 
Gov. Fagcs. 
Nieto's 
properly 


stretched from the Santa Ana 
River to the San Gabriel River 
and from the San Diego-San Gab- 
riel Road to the sea. It is doubt- 
ful whether Nieto ever set foot 
on the site o£ 2264 Radnor. 


In a California Supreme Court 


ruling, Nieto's grant is described 
as "permission from the Spanish 
Government to graze his cattle 
on a tract of land in Los Ange- 
les." 


WHEN' NIKTO died in J80I, 


his children divided their inheri- 
tance and Juan Jose Nieto, a son, 
look over the sector known then 
as Los Alamitos, meaning "lit- 
tle cottonwoods." For 5500, the 
son sold Los Alamilos' 26,000 
acres in 183'! to Gov. Jose Figu- 
eroa. 


Figucroa didn't live on • the 


acreage nor did he ever visit the 
site oC 2264 Radnor. Me put Jose 
Justo Jlorrillo in charge as su- 
perintendent. 
When 
Figueroa 


died in 1835, his brother, Fran- 
cisco, joined Morillo. . 


Seven 
years 
later, 
Al>cl 


Stearns, a shrewd Yankee from 
Salem, Mass., who had come to 
Los Angeles and lakcn out Mex- 
ican citizenship, bought the prop- 
erty. For three houses, horses, 
mules, hogs, sheep, cattle and 
six 
square leagues 
of 
land, 


Stearns paid 55,954. He svanted 
Rancho Las Alamitos as a sum- 
mer home for his wife, the for- 
mer Arcadia Bandini.

icst landed 
proprietor in its 


southern section. But ho lost 
Kancho Los Alamitos—and 2264 
Radnor—in 1864 under foreclos- 
ure proceedings on a ?20,000 
mortgage. The drought of the 
1860s had caused the death of 
thousands of cattle. Steams was 
hit hard. 
Michael Reese, San 


Francisco money lender, acquired 
Ihe vast holdings. 


In 1878, John \V. Bi.xby from 


Maine leased a portion of Los 
Alamitos. He and his wife, the 
former 
Susan 
ITathaway, and 


their small son, Fred, moved into 
an old ranch house on the prop- 
erty. 


In 1881, before the lease ran 


out, the whole rancho was pur- 
chased from the heirs of Reese. 
Jot ham Bixby and I. W. Hell- 
man, 
a Los Angeles 
banker, 


shared the purchase. The price 
was $125,000. 


On .Oct. 19, 1942, n portion of 


the expansive acreage, including 
2264 Radnor was sold by the 
Bixby Land Co. to J. J, Irving. 


TEN YEARS LATER, J. J. 


Irving and My ford Irving sold to 
Home Investment Co. and Ihe 
properly was transferred 
that 


same day to L. S. Whaley Co. 


On Sept. 23, 1953, with Title 


Insurance and Trust Co. insuring 
that the title to the land was 
clear, Bert Resnik and his wife, 
Annette, purchased the property 
at 2264 Radnor. In addition to 
the lot, the property included a 
three-bedroom, two-ba'.h house 
with garbage disposal. 
It cost 


$13,550. 


Resnik, a newspaper reporter 


and an ex-Marine, moved into 
the residence with his wife and 
two children, David and Eve. 


He planted dichondra. He grew 


devil grass. 


None of the provisions in Title 


Insurance and Trust Company's 
policy covered that land devel- 
opment. 


But it covered almost every- 


thing else. Since 1893 the com- 
pany has been the main protec- 
tor for buyers of land—big and 
small. 


For if TJ. makes a mistake, 


it is the company that pays, not 
the purchaser of the properly.

FROM A TO ZWEIG 


Faster and Better Reading 


AN APPARENTLY healthy, 
•*"• normal fifth-grader repeat- 
edly fails to pass into the sixth 


' grade; a college freshman takes 


one l o n g look at t h e required 
reading list Tor his courses and 
d e c i d e s that higher education 
isn't for him; a busy executive 
glances at the mounting stack 
of important background infor- 
mation on his desk .and wonders 
how "I'll ever get out from un- 
der." 


A year and a half ago a vet- 


eran teacher of r e a d i n g in a 
Southern California community's 
s c h o o l system decided to do 
something to help local people in 
these and similar predicaments. 
His name was Richard L. Zweig: 


Zweig k n e w that situations 


such as these are c o m m o n in 
cities from Long Beach to New 
York, and also recognized that 
each can often be traced back 
to a lack of proper training in." 
r e a d i n g . Most important, he 
realized thai most such problems 
can be greatly i m p r o v e d by 
training the people concerned lo 
read better, faster, and to com- 
prehend more. 


Most major universities have 


been contributing to the solution 
of reading difficulties by training 
a growing number of reading in- 
structors in their reading clinics. 
Zweig, in fact, had learned much 
about this work while acting as 
a t e a c h e r o n two such clinic 
slaffs. 


There were, lasl year, eight 


private c e n t e r s supplementing 
these college, and public school 
clinics and delving more deeply 
into reading problems. T h e s e 
few pioneer organizations were 
widely sprinkled throughout the 
country. Zweig decided to form 
another one — to meet the needs 
of the c h i l d r e n and adults of 
Southern California. 


' THE RESULT of his plan — 
The Reading Guidance Center at 
5845 Atlantic Ave. — officially 
opened its doors in Long Beach 
three m o n t h s ago. Its staff 
teaches remedial reading to chil- 
dren and adolescents, speed read- 
ing and improved comprehension 
for adults and professional peo- 
ple, and advanced reading courses 
on the premise of leading area 
organizations. 


Zweig, the center's executive 


director, is a certified school psy- 
chologist and is listed in "Who's. 


~Who in American Education." He 


has taught reading at clinics at 
Western 
Illinois State College, 


UCLA, the s c h o o l system of 
Champaign, 111., and s e v e r a l 
Southern California communities. 


He built his Guidance Center 


slaff around such teachers as 
Bernard M. Ravin, a master's 
degree graduate of Long Beach 
Slate College and a formar read- 
ing instructor in the local school 
system; James E. Day, BA, MA, 
PhD; Thurman G. Wade, nation- 
ally recognized speed reading ex- 
pert, and Miss Terry Holman, a 
speech therapist who also works

for the Lone Beach office of the 
Slate Department of Health. 


Students in remedial reading 


classes at the center are fitted 
into groups of five children or 
less, all of whom have similar 
problems. 
They., pick up ideas 


from their neighbors and soon 
cast aside their feelings of "be- 
ing different." 
Goals for each 


class period are sct accorainS lo 
each child's progress and capa- 
bilities so that he never meets 
defeat. 


'MOVING FROM one s c h o o l 
district to another every year or. 
two, coming from broken homes, 
undetected minor visual or hear- 
ing impairments, and illness or. 
emotional factors are among the 
greatest contributors to a child's 
inability to read or to read well, . 
Zweig says. 


Difficulties encountered range 


from an inability to blend sounds 
to reversal tendencies in which a 
child reads "no" as "on." Medi- 
cal and psychiatric help are sug- 
gested when needed, but usually 
a program of reading which is 
designed to correct an individual 
"child's weaknesses is sufficient. 
The period of remedial reading 
training is a l w a y s terminated 
when a child reaches his or her 
own normal grade level. 


"The 
best time to begin a 


child's remedial reading training 
is when he reaches the fourth 
grade," Zweig says. "Beginning 
in the fourth grade, almost all 
work is based on an ability to 
read. Even arithmetic study uses 
story problems. A student who 
is well grounded in math — yet 
can't read well — frequently is 
handicapped. From this point on, 
as in life, almost everything he 
does will be based on reading 
skills." 


ADOLESCENT STTJI>ENTS at 


the center are placed in either 
remedial classes or speed reading 
courses, depending upon their 
existing ability or inability to 
read. The m a t e r i a l they are 


Richard L. Zweig, head of reading training center, 
tests student for speed in reading, comprehension. 


trained willi is geared to their 
interest level. 


Training in both courses helps 


develop more than reading skills, 
however: Grade school students 
always pick up the a b i l i t y to 
spell at the sariic time they learn 
how to sound out words and read 
better. Col.Icge s t u d e n t s are 
taught study habits, word recog- 
nition and reference skills while 
learning how to read faster and 
comprehend more. 


After the d a y t i m e remedial 


reading classes are over, Zweig's 
slaff begins its work with execu- 
tives, housewives and profession- 
al men. Training of professional 
men is generally conducted after 
separating doctors, lawyers, etc., 
into private groups. Their work 
is then tailored to their special- 
ties. Lawyers 'and accountants, 
for example, w o r k toward im- 
proving their reading speed and 
comprehension through exercises 
and class sessions loaded with le- 
gal material. 


The average executive reads 


approximately 250 w o r d s per 


minute. 
Tn most cases, ZwetR 


siiys. lie can be trained to read 
far faster with greater speed and 
comprehension during a 20-hour 
course and practice. 


AFTEK FIVE WKEKS of 01* 


such course, n local group of ex- 
ecutives and engineers raised Its 
average reading speed of 260.0 
words per m i n u t e to 422 and 
many of the men tested read as 
many as GOO words in that tinw. 
Zweig's tests revealed that the 
comprehension level of the class 
increased in a l m o s t the same 
proportion. 


VAVKHi POINTS out that most 


persons read one word at a time 
and make their brains store. up 
word pictures until a sentence is 
completed. 
Trained readers, on 


the other hand, read three Or 
four words simultaneously. These 
arc sent in unils through Die'op- 
tic n e r v e and it t a k e s fewer 
glances to make a sentence. 'The 
result," Zweig says, "is better, 
faster comprehension with less 
eye fatigue."

In the latter 


report there is no mention of 
dead livestock. 


It all happened at the Battle 


of Cahuenya Pass on Dec. 5, 
5831. 


Manuel Victoria was appoint- 


ed g o v e r n o r of California by 
Mexican authorities. 
He arrived 


in Monterey with a hundred or 
more cutthroats and a bad dis- 
position. He was a man of posi- 
tive ideas and one of these was 
the conviction that the Califor- 
nia people had to be shown that 
he was boss. 
One of his first 


acts was to impose a cruel crimi- 
nal code upon the state.' 


CALIFORNIA was t h e n re- 


markably free of crime and there 
was no need for Victoria's hard- 
boiled ways. The slate had pre- 
viously coped with this problem 
in a merciful and effective man- 
ner. 
As an example of the new 


method, however, Victoria or- 
dered an Indian youth flogged 
and shot for stealing a handful 
of buttons. People were shocked 
and they renamed Victoria "El 
Gobernador Negro," or "the 
Black Governor," which referred 
more to his soul than it die] lo 
the color of his skin. 


Californians had f o r m e d a 


legislature c a l l e d the clipula- 
cion. Victoria said it was sheer 
nonsense. Leading citizens peli- 
lioned him lo call the dipntacion 
into session. He said the peti- 
tioners were yellow dogs. Since 
the petition was signed by such 
leading citizens as Abel Stearns, 
Jose Carrillo and Pio Pico, it is 
evident that the gentleman had 
taken in a lot of territory in his 
denouncement. 


He then called Stearns and 


Carrillo traitors, and the two 
journeyed to B a j a California. 
T h e y didn't stay l o n g . They 
took over the San Diego garri- 
son in a bloodless victory. The 
s o l d i e r s and officers t h e r e 
thought it would be a good idea 
to overthrow Victoria, so they 
went along. 
By the time the 


insurgents got to Los Angeles 
they had several hundred fol- 
lowers. 


MBANWUILK, Victoria gath- 


ered up sonic s o l d i e r s and 
marched to meet the rebels. The 
forces met at Ihe southern ap- 
proach to Cahuenga Pass at the 
approximate location of Holly- 
wood and Vino. 


The rebels outnumbered the 


governor's forces two lo one and 
they could have wiped (hem out 
by ambushing them in the pass. 
It wasn't that kind of war. The 
rebels scorned more embarrassed 
than warlike. 


Victoria hailed his force and 


demanded Ihe rcl>els lay down 
their miscellany of arms. 
They 


refused and Victoria then or- 
dered his troops lo fire. 
They 


tired over Hie rebels' heads. The

side in battle al v/hal is 
now Hollywood and Vine. 


latter then fired over the heads 
of .Victoria's men. 


Meanwhile, Capt. Pachcco of 


Victoria's force thought the gov- 
ernor had said "Charge!" instead 
of "Fire:" so he bravely led the 
charge with a makeshift lance. 
He found himself all alone be- 
tween the two armies and he 
would have had to beat an ig- 
noble retreat had it not been 
for fire-eating Capl. -lose Maria 
A v i 1 a. 
He l o o k the (Other's 


charge as a personal affront so 
he galloped out to meet him. 


TWO AKMIRS leaned on 


their weapons and watched the 
duel with fascination. The two 
warriors missed the firsl pass. 
Capt. Avila became annoyed and 
shot I'acheco dead center. Vic- 
toria in 'turn became annoyed, 
so he galloped out and shol Avila 
dead cenlcr. 


He hardly had time lo strut 


when Capl. Portilla charged him 
with his lance. 
He missed the 


" governor's heart but he did man- 


age to get him in the face, which 
blow removed most of his impor- 
tant features. 


The governor passed out with 


pain and shock and the battle 
was over. The dead were car- 
ried to I.os A n g e l e s to be 
mourned by enemy and friend. 
The governor was carried lo Mis- 
sion San Gabriel. As soon as he 
regained some of his strength ho 
h e a d e d across the desert for 
Mexico City, where his lalcnls 
were belter appreciated.

ly. Just load your camera with 
film designed for fast action, use 
a small lens opening, select an in- 
teresting angle—and you can ex- 
pect to get good prints of the 
game in progress. 


ONCE YOU have the prints 


made, you may want to show 
your photographer a particular 
portion you'd like to have en- 
larged. He can crop and enlarge 
it to snapshot size for you so sat- 
isfactorily that no one will sus- 
pect your picture hadn't been 
taken by a news photographer 
way up close to the action. 


One more reminder is that

.]. CRANK ENGINE, let it idle. I£ 
engine's rough or balky, now's a 
good time to have the carburetor 
adjusted so mower will start easier 
next lime you crank it up.

Set this to one 
side for a later cleaning. Don't 
misplace the wing nut that fastens 
filter. 


2. ON i-CVCLE engine with en- 
gine still running, pour Icaciipful 
of a balf-and-half mixture of 20- 
weighl oil and kerosene into car- 
buretor. 'This covers rings, pis- 
ton, valves, and cylinder with a 
rust-preventive coating. This pro- 
cedure to be followed if mower is 
to be unused for some length of 
time. 


3. WIIKN THE KNGINK slops 
from lack of fuel, drain oil (on 
4-cycle engines) while still warm.

Grow a Salad in Your Kitchen 


By Bob Gilmore 


CAN GROW a salad in 


your kitchen, or parlor, in 


from seven to 10 days. 
This 


amazing new salad crop is as 
ornamental as it is palatable. It 
is a form o£ garden cress, known 
botanically as lepiclium salivum 
and 
is probably 
the 
fastest 


maturing plant in the world. 


This spicy-tasting cress can be 


used as a garnish for flavoring 
meats, soups, salads and when- 
ever you want to pep up what 
otherwise might bo u tasteless 
dish. Europeans and Canadians 
have for many years known and 
appreciated 
the 
value of this 


cress. 


IT IS ONLY recently, however,"' 


that 
this special 
variety has 


attained prominence in the Unit- 
ed states. 


Garden cross is native to Eng- 


land, Europe, Asia, Canada and 
certain parts of the northern 
United States. For possibly hun- 
dreds of years Europeans culti- 
vated this crop in their outdoor 
garden. 


Then, at a somewhat 
later 


date, the plant was grown in- 
doors, a natural development in 
countries 
where 
indoor 
plant 


growing was an important part 
of the horticultural background. 


From this somewhat amateur 


beginning the growing of cress 
expanded into a fairly sizable 
commercial enterprise. Today in 
many of these countries cress 
is sold in 
small containers in 


groceries and markets already 
grown and ready for tlie table. 
In Canada cress is raised by 
greenhouse nurserymen who sow 
tremendous blocks of the seed. 


Here are the planting instruc- 


tions: pour a layer of the plant- 
ing medium in a shallow con- 
tainer, from 
one-half to one 


inch 
being 
sufficient 
doplh. 


Spread this material evenly and 
.hen saturate thoroughly. 
Fi- 


nally, tip the bowl, allowing ex- 
cess moisture to drain off. 


you IIAVE now prepared the 


seedbed. That's all there is to 
t. Now sow the seed uniformly 
ind closely but not overlapping. 
Planting is now complete. 


Place the container in any 


veil-lighted location but not in

The new growth 
rapidly extends and swells to be- 
come a new pseudo-bulb with 
leaf and bloom sheath. Old pseu- 
do-bulbs never bloom again, but 
serve only to feed new growths 
that do bloom.

available in almost all colors, 
from white through pink, orchid, 
lavender, purple, red, green and 
yellow. The orchid-lavender col- 
ors are'most available and there- 
fore lowest in price. Bloom sizes 
vary from the 3 V4 to 5 inch spe- 
cies blooms to huge 5 to 10 inch 
hybrid blooms. 


BLOOMING TKUIOnS: Catt- 


leya species orchids almost al- 
ways bloom at exactly the same 
time each year---the Christmas 
season is one of the best peak 
seasons. Hybrid Cattleya orchids 
are bred to give blooms at speci- 
fied seasons, but are more varia- 
ble than the species. However, it 
is easy to build a collection of 
six or eight plants that will give 
blooms throughout the seasons.

Home, Land 
and History 


By Bert Resnik 


T 2264 Radnor Ave. the two 


• Indians met, smoked pipes. 


One gave the other nickel-sized 
pieces of mussel shells in ex- 
change for a piece of pottery. 


It could have happened in 1769 


when 2264 Radnor had no such 
formal address. Fqr three arrow 
flights away, toward what is now 
7th St., was the site of the Puvu 
Indian Village. 


The area the Indians roamed 


still occasionally reveals some of 
their relics. But, for the most 
part, Los Altos—as it is now 
known—has covered the Indian 
stamping grounds with modern 
homes. 


Title Insurance and Trust Co., 


433 S. Spring St., Los Angeles, 
the largest firm of its kind in 
the world, is more concerned 
with the transfer of the land 
since the time of the white man. 
And for 2264 Radnor—as well as 
1,543,787 other assessed subdi- 
vided land parcels in Los Ange- 
les County—Title Insurance and 
Trust's voluminous records leave 
little untold. 


In 1784, a Spanish soldier 


named Manuel Nieto was given 
the land at 2264 Radnor by Pedro 
Fages, the governor of the Prov- 
ince of California. It was the 
largest of the grants made by 
Gov. Fages. Nieto's 
property 


stretched from the Santa Ana 
River to the San Gabriel River 
and from the San Diego-San Gab- 
riel Road to the sea. It is doubt- 
ful whether Nieto ever set foot 
on the site of 2264 Radnor. 


In a California Supreme Court 


ruling, Nieto's grant is described 
as "permission from the Spanish 
Government to graze his cattle 
on a tract of land in Los Ange- 
les." 


WHEN NIETO died in 1804, 


his children divided their inheri- 
tance and Juan Jose Nieto, a son, 
took over the sector known then 
as Los Alamitos, meaning "lit- 
tle cottomvoods." For $500, the 
son sold Los Alamitos' 26,000 
acres in 1834 to Gov. Jose Figu- 
eroa. 


Figueroa didn't live on the 


acreage nor did he ever visit the 
site of 2264 Radnor, He put Jose 
Justo Morrillo in charge as su- 
perintendent. 
When 
Figueroa 


died in 1835, his brother, Fran- 
cisco, joined Morillo. 


Seven 
years 
later, 
Abel 


Stearns, a shrewd Yankee from 
•Salem, Mass., who had come to 
Los Angeles and taken out Mex- 
ican citizenship, bought the prop- 
erty. For three houses, horses, 
mules, hogs, sheep, cattle and 
six square leagues of land, 
Stearns paid $5,954. He wanted 
Rancho Las Alamitos as a sum- 
mer home for his •wife, the for- 
mer Arcadia Bandmi. 


STEARNS EVENTUALLY be- 


came the largest owner of cat- 
tle in California and the wealtl*- 


iest landed proprietor in its 
southern section. But he lost 
Rancho Los Alamitos—and 2264 
Radnor—in 1864 under foreclos- 
ure proceedings on a $20,000 
mortgage. The drought of the 
1860s had caused the death of 
thousands of cattle. Stearns was 
hit hard. 
Michael Reese, San 


Francisco money lender, acquired 
the vast holdings. 


In 1878, "John W. Bixby from 


Maine leased a portion of Los 
Alamitos. He and his wife, the 
former Susan Hathaway, and 
their small son, Fred, moved into 
an old ranch house on the prop- 
erty. 


In 1881, before the lease ran 


out, the whole rancho was pur- 
chased from the heirs of Reese. 
Jotham Bixby and I. W. Hell- 
man, a Los Angeles banker, 
shared the purchase. The price 
was §125,000. 


On Oct. 19, 1942, a portion of 


the expansive acreage, including 
2264 Radnor was sold .by the 
Bixby Land Co. to J. J. Irving. 


TEN YEARS LATER, J. J. 


Irving and Myford Irving sold to 
Home Investment Co. and the 
property was transferred that 
same day to L. S. Whaley Co. 


On Sept. 23, 1953, with Title 


Insurance and Trust Co. insuring 
that the title to the land was 
clear, Bert Resnik and his wife, 
Annette, purchased the property 
at 2264 Radnor. In addition to 
the lot, the property included a 
three-bedroom, two-bath house 
with garbage disposal It cost 
?13,550. 


Resnik, a newspaper reporter 


and an ex-Marine, moved into 
the residence with his wife and 
two children, David and Eve. 


He planted dichondra. He grew 


devil grass. 


None of the provisions in Title 


Insurance and Trust Company's 
policy covered that land devel- 
opment. 


But it covered almost every- 


thing else. Since 1893 the com- 
pany has been the main protec- 
tor for buyers of land—big and 
smalL 


For if TJ. makes a mistake, 


it is the company that pays, not 
the purchaser of the property.

FROM A TO ZWEIG

Faster and Better Reading

E one lone look at the required 


reading list for his courses and 
decides that higher education 
isn't for him; a busy executive 
glances at the mounting stack 
of Important background infor- 
mation on his desk and wonders 
how 'Til ever get out from un- 
der." 


A year and a half ago a vet- 


eran teacher of reading in a 
Southern California community's 
school system decided to do 
something to help local people in 
these and similar predicaments. 
His name was Richard L. Zweig. 


Zweig knew that situations 


such as these are common in 
cities from Long Beach to New 
York, and also recognized that 
each can often be traced back 
to a lack of proper training in 
reading. Most, important, he 
realized that most such problems 
can be greatly improved by 
training the people concerned to 
read better, faster, and to com- 
prehend more. 


Most major universities have 


been contributing to the solution 
of reading difficulties _by training 
a growing number of reading in- 
structors in their reading clinics. 
Zweig, in fact, had learned much 
about this work while acting as 
a teacher on two such clinic 
staffs. 


There were, last year, eight 


private centers supplementing 
these college and public school 
clinics and delving more deeply 
into reading problems. These 
few pioneer organizations were 
widely sprinkled throughout the 
country. Zweig decided to form 
another one — to meet the needs 
of the children and adults of 
Southern California. 


THE RESULT of his plan — 


The Reading Guidance Center at 
5845 Atlantic Ave. — officially 
opened its doors in Long Beach 
three months ago. Its staff 
teaches remedial reading to chil- 
dren and adolescents, speed read- 
ing and improved comprehension 
for adults and professional peo- 
ple, and advanced reading courses 
on the premise of leading area 
organizations. 


Zweig, the center's executive 


director, is a certified school psy- 
chologist and is listed in "Who's 
Who in American Education," He 
has taught reading at clinics at 
Western Illinois State College, 
UCLA, the school system of 
Champaign, ILL, and several 
Southern California communities. 


He built his Guidance Center 


staff around such teachers as 
Bernard M. Ravin, a master's 
degree graduate of Long Beach 
State College and a formar read- 
ing instructor in the local school 
system; James E. Day, BA, MA, 
PhD; Thurman G. Wade, nation- 
ally recognized speed reading ex- 
pert, and Miss Terry Holman, a 
speech therapist who also works

for the Long Beach office of the 
State Department of Health. 


Students in remedial reading 


classes at the center are fitted 
into groups of five children or 
less, all of whom have similar 
problems. 
They pick up ideas 


from their neighbors and soon 
cast aside their feelings of "be- 
ing different.'' 
Goals for each 


class period are set according to 
each child's progress and capa- 
bilities so that he never meets 
defeat 


MOVING FROM one school 


district to another every year or 
two, coming from broken homes, 
undetected minor visual or hear- 
ing impairments, and illness or 
emotional factors are among the 
greatest contributors to a child's 
inability to read or to read well, 
Zweig says. 


Difficulties encountered range 


from an inability to blend sounds 
to reversal tendencies in which a 
child reads "no" as "on." Medi- 
cal and psychiatric help are sug- 
gested when needed, but usually 
a program of reading which is 
designed to correct an individual 
child's weaknesses is sufficient 
The period of remedial reading 
training is always terminated 
when a child reaches his or her 
own normal grade level 


"The best time to begin a 


child's remedial reading training 
is when he reaches the fourth 
grade," Zweig says. "Beginning 
in the fourth grade, almost all 
work is based on an ability to 
read. Even arithmetic study uses 
story problems. A student who 
is well grounded in math — yet 
can't read well — frequently is 
handicapped. From this point on, 
as in life, almost everything he 
does will be based on reading 
skills." 


ADOLESCENT STUDENTS at 


the center are placed in either 
remedial classes or speed reading 
courses, depending upon their 
existing ability or inability to 
read. The material they are

trained with is geared to their 
interest level. 


Training in both courses helps 


develop more than reading skills, 
however. Grade school students 
always pick up the ability to 
spell at the same time they learn 
how to sound out words and read 
better. College s t u d e n t s are 
taught study habits, word recog- 
nition and reference skills while 
learning how to read faster and 
comprehend more. 


After the d a y t i m e remedial 


reading classes are over, Zweig's 
staff begins its work with execu- 
tives, housewives and profession- 
al men. Training of professional 
men is generally conducted after 
separating doctors, lawyers, etc., 
into private groups. Their work 
is then tailored to their special- 
ties. Lawyers and accountants, 
for example, work toward im- 
proving their reading speed and 
comprehension through exercises 
and class sessions loaded with le- 
gal material 


The average executive reads 


approximately 250 words per 


minute. In most cases, Zweig 
says, he can be trained to read 
far faster with greater speed and 
comprehension during a 20-hour 
course and practice. 


AFTER FIVE WEEKS Of one 


such course, a local group of ex- 
ecutives and engineers raised its 
average reading speed of 260.0 
words per m i n u t e to 422 and 
many of the men tested read as 
many as 600 words in that time. 
Zweig's tests revealed that the 
comprehension level of the class 
increased in a l m o s t the same 
proportion. 


ZWEIG POINTS out that most 


persons read one word at a time 
end make their brains store up 
word pictures until a sentence is 
completed. Trained readers, on 
the other hand, read three or 
four words simultaneously. These 
are sent in units through the op- 
tic nerve and it t a k e s fewer 
glances to make a sentence. "The 
result" Zweig says, "is better, 
faster comprehension with less 
eye fatigue." 


Zweig and associate, Bernard Ravin, compare chart 
ol center's students with national reading averages.

TUESDAY will be the 


birthday of X ray. 


The mysterious "X ray" was 


discovered 60 years ago—on Nov. 
8, 1895—by a German professor 
of physics, Wilhelm Conrad 
Roentgen, in the quiet university 
town of Wurzburg, on the banks 
of the river Main. 


In his small home laboratory 


with no one but his wife, Bertha, 
to see, Roentgen for the first 
time demonstrated a mysterious 
ray he had produced which could 
pass through solid objects as 


though they were clear glass. 


His experiments led him to 


prepare a sensitized plate which 
recorded the shadows produced 
by the X ray and the first radio- 
graph ever produced was of his 
wife's hand, showing the bones 
which blocked out some of the 
rays and were cast as shadows 
on the plate, and the ring on her 
third finger. 


NOT ONLY ARE X rays now 


the "detective" for medicine and 
surgery but they are used in the 
treatment of many diseases. 


And X rays have ah industrial 


purpose. Among other things, 
they help make flying safer. 


At the Douglas Aircraft Corp. 


plant here, for instance, portable 
X ray machines are used to check 
welding and 'brazing and they 
are used to inspect all closed 
areas of the high density RB and 
and B66 planes. This inner 
"look-see," by Floyd L. Clark, In 
charge of ultrasonic and X-ray 
inpections, Is done after the last 
inspection before the plane flies. 


ROENTGEN sent some of his 


experimental plates to a friend 
in Vienna. A newspaperman saw 
the plates there; the story broke 
in Vienna newspapers and then 
over the world. 


Shortly after the Christmas 


holidays, Roentgen made his 
first official report to a scien- 
tific body when he presented a 
paper on "A New Kind of Ray" 
at the University of Wurzburg. 
He was given an ovation and it 
was there that the ray, which 
Roentgen labeled the "X" or un- 
known ray, officially was named 
the "Roentgen ray." 
4 


Fantastic stories began to cir- 


culate concerning the nature and 
capabilities of the X ray. Many 
persons who read the early press 
dispatches got the idea that 
Roentgen had discovered a kind 
of glass, which, used in spec- 
tacles, could enable the wearer 
to see through doors, walls and 
even a person's clothing. 


Realizing that the decorous 


and credulous women of Eng- 
land would be shocked by the 
mere thought of such a thing, a

YESTERDAYS 


Blood at Hollywood 
and Vine

LOOD FLOWED at Holly- 
wood and Vine. Authorities 


differ about the a m o u n t and 
quality; accounts vary from one 
dead mule, one dead horse, one 
dead horse and mule, through to 
two dead men. In the latter 
report there is no mention of 
dead livestock. 


It all happened at the Battle 


of Cahuenga Pass on Dec. 5, 
1831. 


Manuel Victoria was appoint- 


e d g o v e r n o r o f California by 
Mexican authorities. He arrived 
in Monterey with a hundred or 
more cutthroats and a bad dis- 
position. He was a man of posi- 
tive ideas and one of these was 
the conviction that the Califor- 
nia people had to be shown that 
he was boss. One of his first 
acts was to impose a cruel crimi- 
nal code upon the state. 


CALIFORNIA was then re- 


matkably free of crime and there 
was no need for Victoria's hard- 
boiled ways. The state had pre- 
viously coped with this problem 
in a merciful and effective man- 
ner. As an example of the new 
method, however, Victoria or- 
dered an Indian youth flogged 
and shot for stealing a handful 
of buttons. People were shocked 
and they renamed Victoria "El 
Gobernador Negro," or "the 
Black Governor," 'which referred 
more to his soul than it did to 
the color of his skin. 


Californians had f o r m e d a 


legislature c a l l e d the diputa- 
cion. Victoria said it was sheer 
nonsense. Leading citizens peti- 
tioned him to call the diputacion 
into session. He said the peti- 
tioners were yellow dogs. Since 
the petition was signed by such 
leading citizens as Abel Stearns, 
Jose Carrillo and Pio Pico, it is 
e.vident that the gentleman had 
taken in a lot of territory in his 
denouncement. 


He then called Stearns and 


Carrillo traitors, and the two 
journeyed to Baja California. 
They didn't stay long. They 
took over the San Diego garri- 
son in a bloodless victory. The 
soldiers and officers there 
thought it would be a good idea 
to overthrow Victoria, so they 
went along. 
By the time the 


insurgents got to Los Angeles 
they had several hundred fol- 
lowers. 


MEANWHILE, Victoria gath- 


ered up some soldiers and 
marched to meet the rebels. The 
forces met at the southern ap- 
proach to Cahuenga Pass at the 
approximate location of Holly- 
wood and Vine. 


The rebels outnumbered the 


governor's forces two to one and 
they could have wiped them out 
by ambushing them in the pass. 
It wasn't that kind of war. The 
rebels seemed more embarrassed 
than warlike. 


Victoria halted his force and 


demanded the rebels lay down 
their miscellany of arms. They 
refused and Victoria then or- 
dered his troops to fire. They 
fired over the rebels' heads. The 


Don Abel Steams led one 
side in battle at what is 
now Hollywood and Vine. 


latter then fired over the heads 
of Victoria's men. 


Meanwhile, Capt. Pacheco of 


Victoria's force thought the gov- 
ernor had said "Charge!" instead 
of "Fire!" so he bravely led the 
charge with a makeshift lance. 
He found himself all alone be- 
tween the two armies and he 
would have had to beat an ig- 
noble retreat had it not been 
for fire-eating Capt. Jose Maria 
Avila. He t o o k the other's 
charge as a personal affront so 
he galloped out to meet him, 


THE TWO ARMIES leaned on 


their weapons and watched the 
duel with fascination. The two 
warriors missed the first pass. 
Capt. Avila became annoyed and 
shot Pacheco dead center. Vic- 
toria in turn became annoyed, 
so he galloped out and shot Avila 
dead center. 


He hardly had time to strut 


when Capt. Portilla charged him 
with his lance. He missed the 
governor's heart but he did man- 
age to get him in the face, which 
blow removed most of his impor- 
tant features. 


The governor passed out with 


pain and shock and the battle 
was over. The dead were car- 
ried to Los A n g e l e s to be 
mourned by enemy and friend. 
The governor was carried to Mis- 
sion San Gabriel. As soon as he 
regained some of his strength he 
h e a d e d across the desert for 
Mexico City, where his talents 
were better appreciated.

firm in London began advertising 
"X-ray proof clothing." 


IT WOULD be interesting to 


know how much these filmy un- 
derthings weighed because 
Roentgen already has discovered 
that lead, the heaviest of metals, 
was the only material readily 
available which would block the 
passage of X rays. 


X rays are generated by a 


complex and highly intricate 
electrical process whereby elec- 
trons are freed from a heated 
filament and bombarded against 
a target of tungsten in an evacu- 
ated tube. Under the force of 
high voltage, the electrons ex- 
plode some of the atoms in the 
tungsten anode, which gives off 
the X rays. They act similarly 
to light rays, except that they 
have special properties due to 
their infinitely short wave length 
and pass through objects which 
are opaque to ordinary light. 


Early in April, 1896, Thomas 


A. Edison built four portable 
fluoroscopes installed at the 
1896 National Electrical Exposi- 
tion in New York City. Success 
of his fluoroscope was based on 
the discovery that, out of more 
than 1,800 materials tested, cal- 
cium tungstate was ideally suited 
to the purpose.

X rays are used not to expose a 
photographic film but to cause 
visible light to be emitted by a 
specially-coated 
board. The 


shadow image thus created can 
be viewed directly, the viewer 
being protected by lead-impreg- 
nated glass. 
With this instru- 


ment, radiologists can examine 
man's inner structures as they 
function. 


A few years later, in 1902, 


Mme. Marie Curie discovered the 
element radium. 


Discoveries of X rays and ra- 


dium marked the actual birth of 
the modern medical specialty 
called radiology and the practi- 


- tioners of that specialty, radi- 
ologists. They are doctors who 
specialize in X-rays, radium, and 
now the modern-day "isotopes" 
in the diagnosis and treatment 
of disease.

Wyatt Earp: Tamer of Killers 


By Fred Taylor Kraft 


Independent, Press-Teleflram Book Editor 


lush spring day in 1864 


a lanky, unworldly 16-year- 


old youth, heading west on the 
O v e r l a n d Trail, pulled his 
father's covered wagon up in the 
sprawling settlement of Omaha 
in time to see two men emerge 
from a saloon with drawn pis- 
tols. 
They faced each other 


only a few feet apart; one fired 
twice and the other three times, 
and both dropped, one dead and 
the other dying. 


That night the youth, Wyatt 


Earp, told his father about the 
fight and the elder Earp took 
some time to explain why no one 
had tried to stop it, and to im- 
press on his son that from that 
time on his own safety and life 
might at any moment hang on 


his readiness and ability to de- 
fend himself. 


What the elder Earp was try- 


ing to explain was the code of 
the frontier and his son, very 
much Impressed, learned fast- 
so fast that before he left the 
wicked, lawless cow towns and 
mining settlements and put up 
his sixguns he was to win from 
contemporaries who were his 
most competent judges—from in- 
timates, from acquaintances and 
from enemies—recognition as the 
most proficient peace officer, the

gun-slinging marshal 


that the old west knew.

An elaborate fantasy of re-en- 


gineered personalities provides 
the background for some subtle 
and devastating commentary on 
sex, phychology and communism 
in "Cards of Identity" (Van- 
guard, $3.75), by Nigel Dennis. 


The story begins with prepar- 


ations for a meeting of the Iden- 
tity Club, a group specializing in 
tailor-made personalities, in a de^- 
serted English manor. The house 
is staffed with local residents 
who have been phychologically 
reassembled into butlers, cooks 
and gardeners. 


Arrival of the club members 


sets the stage for a series of cor- 
rosive satires. First comes an ex- 
serviceman seeking in the past to 
find an anchor for today; then a 
case of jumbled sex-identity 
brings up the fields of psychiatry 
and homosexuality for some acid 
analysis. Lastly, a "confessing 
communist" bares his soul in one 
of the most mordant and pene- 
trating expositions of this latter- 
day phenomenon. 


Mr. Dennis, whose first novel, 


"A Sea Change," won the Anglo- 
American ISTovel Award in 1949, 
thus joins the glittering company 
of Huxley, Waugh and Orwell, a 
new prophet of satire in a too- 
serious and preoccupied world.

legged black iron snack stools up- 
holstered in coral and iime leath- 
erette. 


The same vibrant tones were 


used in the upholstery of stand- 
ard-height black iron dining 
chairs which, in combination with 
a handsome curved built-in nook 
of coral piped in lime, provide 
adequate seating for eight guests. 


VISUALLY JOINING the din- 


Jng arta to the living room is the 
large open barbecue which is an 
integral part of the rock wall. 
An electric spit, flush overhead 
lights, fan and adjustable grille 
makes the business of charcoal 
broiling a steak so simple that it 
is regular fare on the Cravens' 
menu. 


The rockwork extends back 


into the living room in an un- 
broken flow of masonry that 
draws the eye irrevocably to the 
huge, oversized fireplace. 


A raised hearth topped with 


Vermont green slate spans the 
wide 4%-foot firebox opening. A 
woodbox, a couple of planters 
and a lighting niche have been" 
integrated into the masonry. 


In building this massive fire- 


place, the mason took into con- 
sideration two treasures Mr. and 
Mrs. Graven wished to display. 
The first is a valuable Mexican 
hand-sculptured version of the 
moon — Luna — in solid bronze. 
This modernistic 85-pound piece 
of sculpture adds inestimable 
drama to the fireplace facade. It 
has been actually built into the 
masonry where its beauty is 
properly staged. 


The second object is an at- 


tractive brass clock purchased by 
the Cravens in 'Germany. It, too, 
has been set into the rock. The 
mason even had the considera- 
tion—and foresight—to corbel a 
small stone beneath the clock, a 
resting place for the key that 
winds it up. 


OTHER POINTS of interest in 


this room, the entire back of 
which opens via sliding panes of 
glass to the secluded garden, are 
its acoustic ceiling painted an 
unusual coral pink, its priceless 
cream-colored Chinese rug with a 
perfect border of gold, coral and 
deep blue and its wealth of 


_ Philippine mahogany paneling. 


Under the stairway that leads 


to the bedroom story are com- 
modious cedar-lined closets which 
open via touch-latch catches that 
keep the secret of their presence. 


The second story landing fea- 


tures a rare old carved teak 
chest Graven bought in China. 
Whimsical Oriental figures adorn 
the chest, seemingly bent on wel- 
coming guests to this floor!

TTHERE is mystery galore at 


11 p. m. on Tuesday nights

the black marble entrance to a 
building outlines the words 
"Manufacturers Trust Com- 
pany."

Take Your Camera to the Game 


By the Shufterbug 


JHAN YOU imagine a more 
^ wonderful opportunity for 
good pictures than a football 
game? There are players in ac- 
tion on the gridiron, the pigskin 
flying across the goal line, the 
packed grandstand, the mounting 
excitement of the spectators, the 
cheerleaders, the band—hundreds 
of picture possibilities that de- 
serve to be recorded for your im- 
mediate pleasure and future en- 
joyment. 


There's no doubt about it — 


kick-off time ought really to be 
called "click-off time!" 
Every 


thud of a toe against the pig- 
skin, every cheer from the crowd 
merits a click of the camera. No 
one who enjoys football can af- 
ford to forget his camera when 
he goes to the game—at least, 
not if he wants a true-to-life rec- 
ord of the home team in action. 


The nice thing about it is you 


can snap your pictures right 
from the grandstand and get ex- 
cellent results. 
For here's a 


case where "distance lends en- 
chantment" — actually helping 
slow down the action so that 
your camera can catch it clear- 
ly. Just load your 'camera with 
film designed for fast action, use 
a small lens opening, select an in- 
teresting angle—and you can ex- 
pect to get good prints of the 
game in progress. 


ONCE YOTT have the prints 


made, you may want to show 
your photographer a particular 
portion you'd like to have en- 
larged. He can crop and enlarge 
it to snapshot size for you so sat- 
isfactorily that no one will sus- 
pect your picture hadn't been 
taken by a news photographer 
way up close to the action. 


One more reminder is that 


even a scrub game or a practice 
session can be big game for your 
camera. Good football shots are 
where you find them—sandlot or 
stadium, small-fry or big-league 
style.

sity and spent several weeks 
compiling 100 questions for each 
category. That makes a total of

brought the bulky batch to New 
York, holed up in a hotel room 
with Carlin for two weeks, and 
between them boiled the ques- 
tions down to 11 for each cate- 
gory.

PET PARADE 
Cats Have Their Week 


By Eleanor Avery Price 


National Cat Week 


now being observed, it is 


again time to give a little extra 
attention to feline pals and to 
resolve to be more thoughtful of 
them at all times. You, probably 
without knowing it, owe your 
life to cats. 


Man went to the wild dog and 


trained the dog to be a partner, 
to hunt with him and to watch 
his fire or home at night. But 
man alone could have kept guard 
against marauders and he could 
have hunted unassisted. 


On the other hand, the cat 


came to man, and he asked only 
for a very small amount of food 
to eat and a warm place in 
which to rest in exchange for his 
tacit ability to save man from 
rats and mice. 


Without the cat, agriculture 


would be a sorry mess, and of 
course granaries would be impos- 
sible. Cities, too, would be in a 
miserable state without the cat. 
The American Feline Society in 
a recent survey points out that 
were it not for the street cats of 
New York, the rats would in- 
crease so fast the city would be 
unlivable for humans. 


In short, neither country nor 


city would be fit for habitation if 
it were' not for the protection 
cats offer. 


IX)NG BEFORE the Christian 


era, the value of the cat was 
established. In fact, the Phoe- 
nicians regarded cats so highly 
that they traded Egyptian cats 
in Italy for valuable commodi- 
ties. 


Since we owe the cat so much, 


it behooves us now to give credit 
where credit is due, and to 
strive to make life a little more 
pleasant for every kitty that 
comes our way. 


This does not mean, however, 


that promiscuous breeding should 
be encouraged. On the contrary, 
many of the answers to problems 
concerning cats lies in birth 
control. 


IF YOT7 ATtE getting a new 


kitten, introduce him into the 
household with a bit of tact. The 
kitten may be frightened by 
rough play, and he may suffer 
from lack of quiet and sleep. Let 
him get acquainted and explore 
on his own.

HOW TO 


Get Power Mower Engine Ready 
for Storage, Infrequent Use 


Summer's wear and tear has been rough on your power mower, and now that you won't be usine 


tt so much, perhaps will be storing it for some length of time between uses tht is an «ce lent t me 
to give it a good going over. Here are some suggestions 
excellent time 


1. CRANK ENGINE, let it idle. If 
engine's tough or balky, now's a 
good time to have the carburetor 
adjusted so mower will start easier 
next time you crank it up. When 
the gas is almost exhausted, re- 
move air cleaner. Set this to one 
tide for a later cleaning. Don't 
misplace the wing nut that fastens 
filter. 


2. ON 4-CYCLE engine with en- 
gine still running, pour teacupful 
of a half-and-half mixture of 20- 
weight oil and kerosene into car- 
buretor. This covers rings, pis- 
ton, valves, and cylinder with a 
rust-preventive coating. This pro- 
cedure to be followed if mower is 
to be unused for some length of 
time. 


3. WHEN THE ENGINE stops 
from lack of fuel,0 drain oil (on 
4-cycle engines) while still warm. 
Crankcase residue will flow out 
best when hot. If gas line is 
clogged, remove and blow out. 
Don't blow through pipe while it's 
attached, or you may damage car- 
buretor float. If your mower has 
sediment bowl, remove and drain. 


4. CLEAN AIR FILTER in a bowl 
of gas. If it's an oil-bath type, 
dump old oil first. With dry type, 
remove element, swirl it in gas 
until clean. Replace filter. If stor- 
ing mower, cover air intake of dry- 
type filter with waxed paper or 
aluminum foil to keep moisture 
out. 


5. REMOVE OLD spark plug to 
see whether it needs replacement 
On 2-cycle engines, put a few 
drops of lubricating oil into cylin- 
der to coat this and piston. Re- 
volve flywheel slowly several times 
by pulling starting cord. Put 
graphite on threads of new plug, 
or when replacing cleaned old one.

Grow a Salad in Your Kitchen 


By Bob Gllmore 


CAN GROW a salad in 


your kitchen, or parlor, in 


from seven to 10 days. 
This 


amazing new salad crop is as 
ornamental as it is palatable. It 
is a form of garden cress, known 
botanically as lepidium sativum 
and is probably the 
fastest 


maturing plant in the world. 


ITu's spicy-tasting cress can be 


used as a garnish for flavoring 
meats, soups, salads and when- 
ever you want to pep up what 
otherwise might be a tasteless 
dish. Europeans and Canadians 
have for many years known and 
appreciated the value of this 
cress. 


IT IS ONLY recently, however, 


that this special 
variety has 


attained prominence in the Unit- 
ed states. 


Garden cress is native to Eng- 


land, Europe, Asia, Canada and 
certain parts of the northern 
United States. For possibly hun- 
dreds of years Europeans culti- 
vated this crop in their outdoor 
garden. 


Then, at a somewhat later 


date, the plant was grown in- 
doors, a natural development in 
countries where indoor plant 
growing was an important part 
of the hprticultural background. 


From this somewhat amateur 


beginning the growing of cress 
expanded into a fairly sizable 
commercial enterprise. Today in 
many of these countries cress 
is sold in small containers in 
groceries and markets already 
grown and ready for the table. 
In Canada cress is raised by 
greenhouse nurserymen who sow 
tremendous blocks of the seed. 


Here are the planting instruc- 


tions: pour a layer of the plant- 
ing medium in a shallow con- 
tainer, -from one-half to one 
inch 
being sufficient 
depth. 


Spread this material evenly and 
then saturate thoroughly. 
Fi- 


nally, tip the bowl, allowing ex- 
cess moisture to drain off. 


YOU HAVE now prepared the 


seedbed. That's all there is to 
it Now sow the seed uniformly 
and closely but not overlapping. 
Planting is now complete. 


Place the container in any 


well-lighted location but not in 
direct sunlight Actually the 
plants will grow quite well in 
the shade. Add water every day 
a« needed; the planting medium 
should be kept moist but not 
sloppy.

Tips on Gardening 


GAKDENTNG TIPS for the 


week . . . A winter vegetable 
garden is not impossible in 
Southern California. A few of the 
better known cool weather crops 
include lettuce, carrots, beets, 
cauliflower, turnips and spinach. 
Keep the plants growing steadily; 
interrupted growth leads to a 
pithy and unpalatable crop. 


PiTacantha and cotoneasters 


may be cut now for indoor dec- 
oration. The berries last for a 
considerable period after being 
removed from the parent plant- 
Leave sufficient berries on the 
plants, however, to provide a 
good show for the holidays. 


Tender shrubs such as hibiscus 


and bougainvilleas can be hard- 
ened off somewhat by decreasing 
water supplies. But do this grad- 
ually or the plants may start to 
wilt. 


Cress con be grown indoors in a shallow bowl 
and is ready for harvesting in about one week. 


end of the second day you may 
see the seeds starting to sprout 
From this time on growth is 
rapid. 


Harvest the cress when it is 


about two inches high ... if you 


can -wait that long.

If you keep your 
home, room or office at a com- 
fortable temperature now, then 
your Cattleyas can be comfort- 
able, too. 


Cattleya orchids love a day- 


time temperature of 75 to 80 and 
a nighttime temperature of 55 to

times. This Is an old and mis- 
taken myth. More Cattleya 
plants have been killed from too 
much humidity than from too 
little. 


The Cattleya orchid does want 


a short period of 100 per cent 
humidity almost every morning. 
This may be done by giving the 
plant a one-minute 
"morning 


shower bath." Spray the leaves 
thoroughly and let water drip 
down into the osmundine (potting 
material) in the pot This keeps 
the roots moist from day to day. 


Then place the plant above a 


dish or pan of water. This gives 
the plant the right amount of 
humidity in the air. About once 
a week pour a cup of water into 
the pot, if necessary. 


SUNLIGHT: Cattleya orchids 


like subdued sunlight. It is best 
to filter the sun through window 
curtains, Venetian blinds or the 
leaves of a tree outside the win- 
dow. Or the plant may be moved 
back from the window so that di- 
rect sunshine does not strike the 
plant 


PLANTS: Cattleya o r c h i d 


plants bloom about once a year. 
Some hybrid Cattleya plants may 
produce two sets of blooms each 
year..Older plants may produce 
two or more new bloom growths 
each year. Each new bloom 
growth will produce from one to 
six blooms. Occasionally an older 
plant may be seen with more 
than two dozen blooms. 


Each new bloom growth starts 


as a rhizome at the base of an 
older pseudo-bulb. This new 
bloom growth always starts at 
the base of the pseudo-bulb that 
bloomed last. The new growth 
rapidly extends and swells to be- 
come a new pseudo-bulb with 
leaf and bloom sheath. Old pseu- 
do-bulbs never bloom again, but 
serve only to feed new growths 
that do bloom. 


It takes five to seven years for 


a first bloom to come from a 
seedling Cattleya. After the seed- 
ling blooms it is considered 
"proved-blooming," Some seed- 
lings do not bloom, of course. So 
the Home Orchid Club suggests 
that the new orchid grower not 
buy seedlings, but 
purchase 


proved-blooming plants that are 
more sure to give satisfaction. 


COLORS: Cattleya orchids are 


available in almost all colors, 
from white through pink, orchid, 
lavender, purple, red, green and 
yellow. The orchid-lavender col- 
ors are most available and there- 
fore lowest in price. Bloom sizes 
vary from the 3% to 5 inch spe- 
cies blooms to huge 5 to 10 inch 
hybrid blooms. 


BLOOMING PERIODS: Catt- 


leya species orchids almost al- 
ways bloom at exactly the same 
time each year—the Christmas 
season is one of the best peak 
seasons. Hybrid Cattleya orchids 
are bred to give blooms at speci- 
fied seasons, but are more varia- 
ble than the species. However, it 
is easy to build a collection of 
six or eight plants that will give 
blooms throughout the seasons.

have thoir primary election. Al lhat election they -will 
chooso tho parly candidates for all slate and federal 
elective offices with »ho exception of tho President They 
may not have the opportunity of even voting for Ihe can- 
didalo Ihoy favor for the presidency. Thai is because of 
our system—usually polilically boss-ruled—of dosignal- 
ing a slalo of delegates. Those delegates may cast thoir 
vote for a candidate nol favored by the voters of tho slate 
ropresontod by Iho delegates. 


It has, for many years, boon advocated thai tho peo- 


ple ol tho state voto directly for thoir approved candi- 
date. Under such a system tho candidate receiving the 
majority of parly votes would receive all the delegation 
votes at the national convention. It would moan slate

It is under this system that trades are made in Iho 


convention. It is the reason why "smoke-lilled room" poli- 
ticians have so much power. But there has been no sys- 
tem worked out to overcome those bad foalurcs of our 
presidential nomination convention. In only 19 states do 
tho voters oven have a chance to vote on delegates. Most 
of tho slates select their delegates by party conventions 
made up of party loaders from areas throughout tho stato.

thU year. Should tho President not bo a candidate tho 
republican voters may have to choose between delegates 
pledged to Nixon. Knight or Knowland. Tho Democrats 
may have separate slates lor Kelauvcr and Stevenson. 
But tho voters will have no way ol knowing who tho dele- 
gates will vote far at tho convention. Alter ono or two 
convention ballots they may bo released and cast their 
vote lor any other candidate.- 


If tho direct primary were used and ono candidate 


lor a party got a majority ol tho delegates to the conven- 
tion ho would automatically bo tho party candidate. The 
big issue then would bo who the vice presidential candi- 
date would bo. That would take most oi tho glamour out 
of tho convention. 


For the foreseeable future it appears there will bo. 


no change in our system. Bui there is an increasing in- 
terest in linding a bettor system than tho present one, 
v.-hich gives voters little choice as la the man chosen to 
bo their party's presidential candidate.—L.A.C.

One thing that John Foster 


Dulles did not know when he 
made his surprise trip to see 
Dictator 
Franco, ,was that 


Franco seems Just as much 
worried about his position In 
the U. S. A. as Dulles seems 
worried about the American 
position in Spain. 


For Spain now tops the list 


of foreign governments spend- 
ing money to propagandize U. 
•S. newspapers, radio and the 
American p u b l i c generally. 
Franco's array of public re- 
lations men and legal experts 
registered with the 
Justice 


Department as foreign agents 
is greater than that of any 
other country. 


Significantly these agents, 


pnld to sway U. S. public 
opinion, arc paid Indirectly by 
the people they arc supposed 
to sway—the taxpayers. For 
the U. S. government Is subsi- 
dizing F r a n c o by building 
American bases on Spanish 
soil and without this support 
the Franco regime would have 
been In serious economic trou- 
ble long ago. 


Meanwhile Franco's 
kept 


press has been talking of late 
about warming up to Russia, 
also has been warning the 
United States in rather harsh 
language to step up its pay- 
ments to Spain. The smiles to 
Moscow and the demand for 
American money have all the 
earmarks of polite blackmail. 
' These smiles culminated in 
an amazing Interview granted 
by Soviet Foreign Minister 
Wolotov to Arrlbe, official or- 
gan of the Spanish Falangc, 
which has started every chan- 
cellery In Europe speculating. 


WITH state water problems prominently dis- 


played in the next few months, It would 


be well for Long Beach to move now to fore- 
stall misinterpretations and misunderstandings 
of this city's attitude toward water develop- 
ment. 


That such misunderstandings 


are a threat stems from the 
strong talk, in some quarters, 
of using Long Beach Udclands 
oil money to finance a state 
water development program. 


Because Long Beach is doing 


what it can to protect its. 
rights and interest in its tide- 
lands funds, foes of this city 
In the tldelands oil dispute 
have sought from the start to 
build up prejudice and sentiment against this 
city among people and in communities vitally 
concerned with water problems. 


An indication ot what is going on came 


the other day when J.'J. Deuel, head of the 
Water Problems Department of the California 
Farm Bureau Federation, loosed a blast at the 
Attorney General's office and at Long Beach. 
Dcuel picked up some old accusations against 
Long Beach — the sort of thing widely used 
by the utility-financed California Tldelands 
Protective Association — nnd coupled these 
with the charge that the Attorney General's 
office Is dragging Its feet in prying money 
loose from Long Beach. 
i 


Dcuel told this writer later that his office' 


had received copies ot numerous resolutions 
from around the state which were "pretty 
hot" on the subject ot Long Beach tldelands 
funds. Ho said the matter Is certain to pop 
up nt tho annual meeting of the Federation 
In San Francisco starting today nnd continu- 
ing In the coming week. Unless some Informed 
people nro on tinnd to make n few things 
clenr, tho Farm Bureau conventioneers may 
easily get some erroneous Ideas about this 
city's tldelands stewardship, the availability 
of oil funds from hero for water development, 
and tho local ottltiiilo tow-aril water problems. 


, Tho matter of Long Beach's development 


nnd use of its tldcland resources has been dis- 
cussed here many times and need not bo re- 
peated today. But there are other points, 
directly relating to the water problem, that 
need to be emphasized now. 
^^ 


First, It is unrealistic to hold out hope that; 


Long Beach's Udclands money will be avail- 
able for a state'water program in the near- 
future, if ever. The Mallon case, which is the;;- 
basis of the talk that Long Beach funds will 
be available, has never been tried. It went-up •• 
to the Supreme Court on appeal from a ruling - 
on a Superior Court' demurrer, which had ' 
thrown the case out of court The Supreme. 
Court ruling reinstated the case and held that i 
certain portions of Long Beach tidelands funds j 
go to the state unde.r a 1951 legislative act" 
But the exact amounts have never been de--_ 
tcrmincd In the lower court, and when that is, 
done, it is possible the dissatisfied party will- 
agaln appeal to the Supreme Court B*y«nd ; 
that, the case might be taken to the U. Sy. 
Supreme Court.

Not only that litigation, but another caws '- 


since filed by the Attorney General's office, 
ncalnst Long Beach, Is pending. Legal author!-, 
ties »co tho possibility of years of litigation .

Point No. 2: What is done with Long Beach : 


tldelands money, If and when some of it goes.

Finally, It should be pointed out that Long-. 


Beach's record shows that It Is a community, 
sympathetic with the proper solution of water 
' problems'In the state. It was one of the orlg-. 


inal cities entering the Metropolitan Water- 
District which developed the Immensely sue-;, 
ccssful program that brought Colorado River 
water to thirsty Southern California. It has 
shown a cooperative spirit with other com? _ 
munltles in meeting water problems, and It. 
has done a good Job In providing water for its _ 
own rapidly expanding population. 


It can therefore be assumed that this com- 


munlty shares with others In the state an in- 
terest in a successful water development pro- 
gram. 
Tho protection of Long Beach's rights ana ; 


Interests In Its tlflelands resources Is a matter 
entirely separate from stain water problems; 


Last spring an Orovillc editor, one of the 


strongest advocates of the Feather River' 
water project, made that clear nnd strongly 
warned against confusing these two issues. 
Such confusion, he said, could be detrimental

Now that the festivities of 


an opening weekend are over, 
n more leisurely viewing of 
this year's California Water 
Color Society exhibition at the 
Municipal Art Center is pos- 
sible.

First, 
the term water color, so long 
associated almost exclusively 
with fresh, transparent colors 
nnd free, rapidly executed fig- 
urations, has become broad- 
ened to include any water 
based medium, including casein 
nnd tempera. As a result much 
of the work in the exhibition is 
characterized by the effects of 
rich, opaque colors and tex- 
tures, and vigorous, bold forms 
usually 
associated with oil

The very definite, almost

the shortening is not 


marked, the condition occa- 
sionally clears up by Itself. 
Sometimes exercises, help to 
lengthen the tendon.

You should attend to this

out what has to he done, the 
sooner you can do something. 
It Is not advisable to wait to 
see if the boy outgrows his 
condition.

thing should be done to make 
him stop his destructive ac- 
tivities. He is arrested. The 
judge, experienced in the ways 
of sinning humanity, wise and 
understanding, sympathetic yet 
bound by the law, is hard put 
to it In deciding what would 
be best for this wayward child 
and for those, upon whom his 
waywardness imposes loss and 
suffering. The probation offi- 
cer pleads for rehabilitation, 
and he is right. But where can 
this unfortunate child find an 
opportunity for rehabilitation? 


Jail is no place for the cure 


of 
the sick mind and the 


troubled soul. This child needs 
the security of home and the 
love of a father nnd mother, 
nnd these arc denied him in a 
lock-up. He needs the super- 
vision and care of the physi- 
cian, the trained social worker, 
the clergyman and the woman 
who can take his mother's 
place. Where can a wayward 
child find these? 


This sort of child needs a 


change of environment, and 
that means he is to be re- 
moved from the place he calls 
home and which is no home. 
He must be taken away from 
the people who can do nothing 
to help him but who can nnd 
who have done much to make 
him what he is. 


The judge has no such place 


to send this victim of heredity, 
environment, poverty and ill 
health. Either he must send 
him to some sort of a jail (they 
are overcrowded and for the 
purpose, useless), or he must 
send him back to his home, 
nnd that is worse than useless.

ONE OF THE mo.t important job, in the worldIn that 
of Chief U. E. Boughman of the U.S. Start Senate 
chorged with protecting .he President ond guardmg 
US. currency ogaimt counterfeiter!. 


A policeman doesn't have to arrest people to 
have an important influence on their lives. 


As a boy in Philadelphia I used to go with 


other kids to a neighborhood store to buy ice- 
cream cones - that is, whenever I had a nickel. 
After getting the cones we would congregate in 
front of the store, talking, laughing and sky- 
larking in the street until Officer Bill Birch 
sauntered by and told us to go home. 


I guess most of us were a little seared of Bill $ 


gruff tone and silver badge. Anyway, we never 
argued with him —though we expressed our 
opinions of him when we were out of earshot. 


Later, Bill was assigned to a playground 


where we worked off our excess energy in base- 
ball, football or some other athletics. We came 
to know him as a man rather than as a cop. We 
discovered that he was a pretty good scout. 


In 1927, when I was 22. 1 was appointed to 


the U.S. Secret Service as a clerk-stenographer 
at $1,800 a year — about $35 a week. I enjoyed 
the wx>rk, but after a few weeks my friends, who 
were making $50 to $75 a week in ordinary- 
jobs, started kidding me. 


"You're crazy, working as a Government 


clerk," one told me. "You'll never get anywhere." 


"That's right," said another. "Get smart. You 


don't want to be a clerk ail your life." 


They had me pretty well convinced. My 


father was ill and I-worried about helping my 
parents. When I told my mother about trying to 
decide about looking for another job, she didn't 
exactly try to talk me out of it. "Your father and 


1 have enough for our immediate needs," the 
shrugged. "If you like Government service, «ay^ 
jn it — but look forward to your own future." 


A day or so before I .was ready to resign, I 


ran into Officer Birch. He knew I was in the 
Secret Service and asked how things were go- 
ing. I told him I had almost decided to leave, 
and why. 


"Do you like the work?" he asked. 
"Sure. I like it fine, except for the pay." 
"You could probably make a lot more some- 


where else," he agreed. "You'll never get rich 
in the police business. And if you stay in the 
Secret Service you'll probably sec the time when 
you'll be insulted by a lot of people who don't 
know what your real job is. You'll work long, 
hard hours doing things nobody will thank you 
for." 


"All the more reason to leave," I admitted. 
"Wail up, now," he said. "I'm'not done. 


Maybe someday you'll be protecting the Presi- 
dent of the United States — and what more im- 
portant job is there than that? And you'll be 
taking a lot of crooks out of circulation. You'll 
be helping to make this country1 a better place to 
five in. And when you go home at night, you can 
sit down like I do and.be .satisfied with yourself. 
That's worth a lot more than money, son." 


Bill Birch talked for a half hour —and I'm 


glad he did. Jn nearly 30 years in the Secret 
Service, my duties have taken me into slums and 
palaces. I've mixed with crooks and killers, with 
presidents, princes and kings. As he predicted. 
I've worked long hours at thankless jobs. But 
as he said, I feel it's been worthwhile. 


I wish I could personally thank Officer Birch. 


And tell him he was right about one thing: 111 
never get rich on the job. But who cares?

James Stewart is reenacting Lindbergh's epic 


transatlantic hop. Here's how he sees his job

HOLLYWOOD. 


Next May 21, 29 years to the Jay since 
Charles A. Lindbergh flew the Atlantic 
in 1927, Warner Brothers will release 
one of the biggest pictures of 1956, The 
Spirit of St. Louis. Its star: James Slew- 
art. 46, in the role of Lindbergh at 25. 


In Paris, shooting the end of the pic- 


ture first — Lindbergh's landing at Le 
Bourget airport — Stewart recently con- 
fided that of the 52 motion pictures he's 
made in his 20-year career, Spirit of St. 
Louis is the most difficult. 


"To begin with," he explained, "we're 


not telling in this picture the life story 
of Charles A. Lindbergh. If we were, 
we'd have plenty of drama, plenty of in- 
cident. An embarrassment of riches. In- 
stead we're limited to 33 hours in Lind- 
bergh's life, the 33 hours in which he sat 
in the cockpit and- flew the Atlantic 
Ocean. 


"Now movie-wise that's a pretty tough 


thing to show and make interesting. Mai- 
ler of fact, if General Lindbergh hadn't 
been so understanding — he's let us take 
liberties in the script — we'd be up a 
creek. 


"For example, before Lindy look off 


from Roosevelt Field on Long Island, he 
equipped his plane with a new compass. 
There was no room for it on the instru- 
ment panel, so he installed it overhead. 
In order to read it, he looked through a 


mirror placed on his dashboard. The mir- 
ror was given to him .by some girl re- 
porter. He doesn't remember her. 


"In the movie, however, we use that 


girl to suggest a little love interest. The 
girl gives Lindy the mirror. As he ap- 
proaches Europe he's so sleepy he can't 
stay awake. The Spirit of S"t. Louis hanks 
to the left and is headed into the ocean. 
A shaft of sunlight suddenly hits the 
mirror and the reflection flashes in Lind- 
bergh's eyes. It snaps him out of his 
sleep. He rights the plane and continues 
lo Paris, and by giving him that mirror 
the girl has saved his life. 
. 
"It really didn't happen that way, but 


that's how we're playing it. We're trying 
lo materialize, via flashbacks. 'Lind- 
bergh's thoughts as he piloted his plane. 
His fear of landing in Spain or even 
Egypt. His terrible overwhelming urge 
to fall asleep. That w-as his greatest fear. 
That's the stuff we're trying to show. And 
brother! It isn't easy. 


'Take Ihis problem of locations. It's 


• impossible to duplicate things as they 
were 30 years ago. In 1927 Lindbergh 
took off from Roosevelt'Field. Today 
Roosevelt Field is a housing center, and 
if you try to use any nearby airport, the 
camera picks up the television antennas 
on the surrounding roofs. 


"As a result we're shooting'thc takeoff 


scene outside of Eureka, Calif. Billy

Wilder, our director, is making every 
potsihli: effort to avoid anachronisms. 


"The landing scene uliich we shot the 


other night. It wasn't shot at l.c lionrgct, 
because l.c Hourget today no longer re- 
sembles I.e lloiirgct of 1927. We shot it 
at Giiayancourt aerodrome. Wilder, had 
5,(HH) extra' breaking through the police 
lines to greet me as I climbed out of I lit- 
Spirit of Si. /.oiiii. 
. "Actually uhen Lindbergh landed at 
l.c Hourget, there were I.MMXX) French- 
men on hand to greet him. Hut who can 
alford or control 150.(X)() extras?" 


How did he feel playing so famous a 


contemporary as Lindbergh? 


"Frankly," Jimmy confided. "I feel a 


bit shaky about it. Hut this is one role I 
really wanted. And if it hadn't been for 
my dad I don't think I would'vc gotten it. 


"He put the pressure on I.eland Hay- 


ward just at the right time. When Lcland 
bought the book a while back. I called 
him up and said, 'How about it?' He was 
very frank. 'Sorry, Jim.* he said. 'You're 
too old, I CHI old for the part.' 


"A few months ago my father — he's 


M years old — got married again and 
came out to the Coast w ith his new bride. 
We had dinner with the llaywards one 
night, and I eland began talking about 
his casting difficulties with The Spirit of 
Si. Loan. 'Now. look here,' my dad 
spoke up, 'Jim's the boy for that Lind- 


bergh picture. Jim's the boy and I want 
you to put him in it.'

HIS is KINO Football's sweetest month. During the next 
three. Saturdays millions of his loyal subjects, half de- 
ranged by a fierce thirst for touchdowns, will roll roars 
across hundreds of gridirons as traditional foes meet 


in games that "must" be won. They'll be goaded on by garishly 
dressed bands that jig onto the field in eccentric steps, skirling 
fight songs, and by whitc-swcatered cheerleaders who urge their 
heroes to "hit 'em again — harder!" 


One such pleader is 19-year-old Patricia (Patt) Kozacik. 


captain of the Indiana University "yell squad" here. (They're 
ydls, not cheers, to the boys and girls wix> lead them.) Patt, 
a fresh-faced, bright-eyed junior, believes that "yells are a way 
to tell your team there's someone wishing they could help." 


How strong is this wishing today, compared to 20 and 30 


years ago? Has this scientific era, with its accent on reason 
over emotion, washed away much of the college "rah-rah" 
spirit? To find out, PARADE spent a football week end on the 
Indiana U. campus as Patt and her yell squad (opposite page, 
top) tried whipping up enthusiasm for a major game against 
Michigan State. 


The response was car-splitting. At a Friday-night pep rally, 


about 3,000 students — nearly one-third the student body — 
ripped out yells ("Go you, I.U., FIGHT, FIGHT, FIGHT"). 


roared the Indiana Victory Song ("We're all behind you... 
you'll stop for nothing at all..."), rocked the auditorium walls 
with roars for coach Bcrnic Crimmins after he had reviewed 
Indiana's chances ("We're going to have to fight all the way"). 


Bui below the noise, according to some faculty members, 


was less enthusiasm than there used to be. Says Frank Allen, 
director of athletics: Twenty- years ago you had very few 
kids — maybe 1 or 2 per cent — going to college. Today it 
seems that nearly every other boy and girl goes. College, as a 
result, doesn't have the same importance to students as it did 
20 years ago, and they therefore embrace its activities less 
wholeheartedly." 


Other faculty members — here and in other colleges (p. 14) 


.— disagree. To some, football spirit in 1955 is at an all-time 
high. Whether or not that's true, the job of Pali and her crew 
is not an easy one. Up until nearly midnight on the eve of the 
game (as a reporter for the school's daily newspaper, she had 
to write a story on the pep rally), Patt was awake by 7:30 on 
Saturday morning. She took a two-hour test in English from 10 
to 12, played hostess at her sorority house to her visiting par- 
ents and the girl yell leaders from Michigan State, then strode 
bravely to the game. For how Patt and her Indiana team fared, 
turn to following pages.

that shook even Pall. She was shaken 
some more a few minutes later as Mich- 
igan State rolled to two touchdowns and 
a 14-to-7 lead. 


Still bubbling with outward confi- 


dence, however, Patt peppered the team 
with chatter ("Come on you guys out 
there, let's go"), lectured a new girl on 
leading yells ("No. don't let them lead 
you; you lead them"'), begged cheers 
from the stands: 


"Hey, Hey. HO! HO! 
Come on Hoosicrs, let's GO!" 
But only Michigan State went — for 


another touchdown, to lead. 20-7. Patt 
wrung her hands, squinted at the score- 
board, suddenly swung to the crowd: 
"We're still with them; let's let them 
know it!" The crowd obliged with a roar. 


Indiana forged back in the final period 


for a second touchdown, but Michigan 
Stale then ran out the clock, winning 
20-13. A bone-tired Patt took defeat sto- 
ically: "We're used to it out here." (Last 
season, Indiana won but three of its nine 
games.) 


The ofT-thc-ficld Patt looks and acts 


more like a serious college woman than 
a bouncy cheerleader. Poised and unhur- 
ried, she displays an adult surcncss. Her 
ability to switch into a cartwheeling yell- 
incitcr traces to an early training in show- 
business: as a child in Whiting, Ind., she 
tap-danced professionally in hotels and 
USO shows.

Nevertheless she never misses a home 


basketball or football game and usually 
travels with the football team for "away" 
games. As a yell leader, she has only one 
peeve—"students who think it's kid stuff 
to yell. They're being kids themselves, 
for yelling is living the game with the 
players, just as you would live a movie 
or play with the actors." 


Are the college kids too noisy on foot-

College rah-rah: It's not the same 


Is that old football spirit — with yell leaden., 
bonfires anil pep rallies — becoming as obso- 
lete on U.S. campuses as coonskin coats and 
mandolins? It depends on whom you ask. 


PAKADI: found after sun-eying 20 colleges 
across the nation. Hut one thing is certain: 
football spirit in 1955 is not what it was in 
the '20s and *3(h. 


There's a lot less idolizing of the football 


player as a liMOC (Big Man on Campus). 
"To be popular, players have to be top notch 
in other things besides football," says Ohio 
State Assistant Dean James II. McElhancy. 


The influx of war veterans and married 


students has had a restraining effect on the 
"rah-rah" boys and girls. At lirown Univer- 
sity, says I'rovost Samuel T. Arnold, "students 
during the *20s and '30s were more feverish 
and less rational than they arc today. I think 
it's part of the generally higher stage of 
maturity among undergraduates these days." 


One of the most noticeable changes is 


fcwcrund shorter victory celebrations. "In the 
old days." says Michigan Dean Waller II. 
Kca. "students would overturn streetcars, 
create disturbances in theaters anil generally 
be troublesome. These things don't happen 
on the campus any more." 


That may be overstating the case, however, 


for some schools report student enthusiasm at 
an all-time peak. At Texas Christian, says 
Dr. Henry Hard, chairman of the Athletic 
Council, "we seem to be returning to the great 
enthusiasms that swept the campus prior to 
1942." 


Other schools report equal student fervor 


— but only during a good season. At Arkan- 


sas, for instance, last year's student body put 
on the largest demonstration ever seen by 
Athletic Chairman Dclbert Swart/, who's 
been thcic 27 years. When Arkansas unex- 


pectedly won the Southwest Conference title, 
student cars were lined for -20 miles. 


The main reason for these low and high 


tides in football spirit today seems to be more _ 
"things to do" on campuses. Twenty and 30 
years ago. says Russell llattrcall, dad of an 
Indiana U. football player, "all we had to do 
was root for our football team — whether 
it was good, bad or indifferent. Hut now 
there's more social activity on campus, and 
the kids have aulos to lake them oil it." 


That doesn't automatically mean less school 


spirit as such. "I'ridc in the school," explains 
Florida Dean Dennis Stanley, "has been 
transformed from simple yelling for the foot- 
ball team so a deeper pride, that of belonging 
to some part of the school — whether it be 
the Trench club, the Dramatic Club or some 
other active school group." 


Sound Off! 


Florida, nevertheless, would like to see 


more spirit behind the football team. As a 
result, students and faculty arc trying to en- 
courage a new campus cry. Ijistead of the 
traditional "Here, sir" ;il KOTC roll calls, 
students now answer with "Fightin' Gators!" 


Many schools —like Maryland. Illinois, 


Miami (Florida) and Tennessee — report 
football spirit as high and even higher than 
ever before. Hut even they have found some 
changes. Says Tennessee's alumni secretary 
1 


John Smarts': "Today it lacks the personal 
touch, because the student body is much 
larger and not many of the students arc pef- 


sunnily acquainted with the players." 


With this personal touch gone, there arc 


fewer pre-game bonfires. Hut professors arc 
most delighted by one change: post-game 
celebrations, that once might go on for days, 
now end usually on Saturday night.

By unofficial count, no less than 231 Sena- 
tors and Representatives — over a third of 
Congress — went globe-trotting this past 
tourist season in the biggest Congressional 
exodus in history. 


The great lawmakers' game called junket- 


ing — played largely, of course, with tax- 
payers* money — reached such proportions 
that when President Eisenhower considered 
calling a special session of Congress, an 
aide remarked wryly: "You'd better call it 
in Paris." Meanwhile, in London, Ambassa- 
dor Winthrop Aldrich cabled the State De- 
partment plaintively that the Congressional 
horde had just about worn the British red 
carpet thin. And dozens of Congressmen 
were admitted behind the Iron Curtain for 
the first time in years. 


Many junketers followed grueling sched- 


ules, inspecting U.S. spending abroad, gath- 
ering information to shape future legislation 
and spreading goodwill. But others simply 
enjoyed a plush vacation at the taxpayers' 
expense. One Senator's w ifc, on an "official" 
trip with her husband, wrote back frankly 
to friends: "John is truly relaxing and hav- 
ing the lime of his life. He and I arc having 
a long-ilelayed honeymoon." 


Most Congressional committees rale a 


special military plane, complete with Air 
Force stewards to serve meals and handle 
baggage, an escort officer to smooth out 
travel arrangements and sometimes even a 
doctor to minister to aches and pains. 
Wives, children and assorted relatives arc 
common free-riders on these planes. 


Congressmen traveling alone don't get a 


private plane but go free anyway, usually 
on an Air Force plane or Navy ship going 
their way. They are supposed to travel on 
a space-available basis, but it's a bold trans- 
portation officer who gives a corporal pri- 
ority over a Congressman. In September, 
for example, a Senate Appropriations sub- 
committee, including wives and assorted 
aides, displaced 40 military wives and chil- 
dren booked to join their menfolk in 
Europe. 


One Southern Senator toured around the 


world, tying up embassy limousines, press- 
ing embassy employes into guide service 
and using embassy planes to hop from one 
nation to the next. Then he came home und 
wrote a report criticizing waste in embassies, 
particularly high expenditures for limou- 
sines and planes. 


This lime of year a favorite Congressional 


vacation is a two-week cruise to sunny 
Panama. Three small ships of the Govern- 
ment-owned Panama Line — each equipped 
with swimming pool and bar — operate be- 
tween New York and the Canal Zone. Any 
Congressman, can take the free cruise for 


the asking and need pay only $92 round-trip 
for each extra guest. The ordinary' citizen 
pays S315 round-trip. 


Justification for Congressional junkets is 


easy to find on Capitol Hill. "If I had my 
way," says Sen. Homer Capchart (R., Ind.), 
"I'd pass a law requiring every member of 
Congress to spend at least three months of 
the year traveling'to different parts of the 
world. You can't run a business from an 
office desk. It's the same with the United 
States Government; you can't run it from • 
an office in Washington." 


Some Other Opinions 


As for free transportation, Capehart 


adds: "The Army and Navy ought to give ' 
us all the transportation needed. They're 
running planes and ships anyhow/' 


From Rep. Percy Priest (D., Tcnn.) i* 


heard: "It is hardly fair for the press to 
refer to these trips as joyrides. Many Con- 
gressmen work themselves almost to death 
trying to keep up 
with their travel 


schedules." 


House Republican leader Joe Martin ob- 


serves: "In some instances the trips arc 
overdone, but it would not be wise to dis- 
continue them. We can't ignore the fact that 
we have interests in all parts of the world. • 
To find out about them firsthand is money 
well spent."

Congressmen abroad have made 
friends—and enemies —for U. S. 


acknowledges: -Overseas trips can, I sup- 
pose, do good." 


Once abroad, at any rate, traveling law- 


makers can take advantage of a peculiar 
money deal. Most countries, being short of 
dollars, are allowed by law to pay for US. 
supplies in their own currencies. In 1953, 
Congress slipped through a special amend- 
ment giving members free access to "coun- 
terpart funds," as this money is called, to 
pay their overseas expenses. 


Special account No. 19 FT 561 was set 


aside for exclusive use of junketing Con- 
gressmen. All they need is a requisition 
signed by a committee chairman. This is 
good for free spending money at our em- 
bassies in 42 countries. It is dished out 
liberally, no accounting asked and none 
given except for vague totals. 


Souvenirs for Sale 


Result has been free-spending binges that 


amount, in many instances, to the point of 
scandal. The funds have been used to fi- 
nance lavish entertainment, to purchase 
expensive gifts. One Oklahoma Congress- 
man, his pockets stuffed with counterpart 
funds, loaded up on fancy merchandise in 
Europe. He set up shop in his office to sell 
the goods to House employes at fantastic 
profits. Others bring back for their own use 
well over the $500 limit on purchases. 


Some committee chairmen, of course, set 


a strict spending limit. Chairman Clint 
Anderson (D..N.M.) of the Atomic Energy 
Committee, for instance, paid all hotel bills 
for his junketing members but limited their 
counterpart spending money to $15 per day 
apiece. 


How much counterpart money has been 


spent by Members of Congress? And ex- 
actly how was it used? Says a State Depart- 
ment spokesman: "We are the bankers for 
the committees of Congress. As the bankers, 
we cannot give out any information." 


A Treasury Department man: "That's the 


State Department's baby. Talk to them." 


Another Stale Department employe: "I 


tried to find out myself, but 1 was told I 
would be better off not asking any ques- 
tions." 


By law, these counterpart expense ac- 


counts arc supposed to be submitted to the 
House Administration and Senate Appropri- 
ations committees. Except for a few general 
totals dating back to mid-1954, however, 
the figures are locked in Congressional safes. 


Even these padlocked figures don't give 


a breakdown of the spending, a confidential 
source reports. Based on incomplete vouch- 
ers, he estimates that junketing Congress- 
men will spend well over $350,000 in coun- 
terpart funds this fiscal year. 


In contrast to the free-loaders, many 


Congressmen spend frugally and even pay 
for their own transportation. Senate GOP 
Leader William Knowland, for example, 
pays his own way when he feels a trip is not 
"strictly Congressional business even though 
I am informing myself on matters import- 
ant to Congress." 


Whoever foots the bill, the American 


people are judged by the behavior of their 
representatives overseas. Most leave a good 
impression and improve our standing with 
the rest of the world. A few do not. 


A horrible example — one Europeans 


arc still talking about — was set by a South- 
ern Congressman who literally staggered 
through Europe a couple of seasons ago. In 
Paris he entertained himself playing the 
harmonica and yelling rebel war whoops. 
Once he was caught cavorting in a Paris 
hotel corridor in his underwear. In Madrid, 
he tore the dress off a frightened lady guide 
and stopped citizens on the street, demand- 
ing belligerently: "Why don't you like the 
United States?" This Congressman finally 
landed in a hospital with delirium trcmcns 
— to the relief of American officials. 


Another gay Senator slapped the King of 


Greece on the back and hugged the Queen. 
This was the same man who grabbed West 
Germany's President and swung him around 
the floor in a heavy-footed version of a 
Viennese waltz. Then there was the Sena- 
torial imbiber at a recent Helsinki reception 
who shocked the assembled dignitaries by 
smacking a prominent Finnish lady on her 
equally prominent derrifre. 


At the Vatican, a member of the 


Congressional Atomic Energy Committee 
harassed the Pope with belligerent and ir- 
relevant questions. When an embarrassed 
colleague tried gently to silence him. the 
truculent Congressman jerked a.thumb at 
His Holiness and blurted: "I don't want any 
answers from you. 1 want an answer from 
him." 


Fortunately outnumbering such cut-ups 


are the many traveling Congressmen who 
make friends and improve relations. Massa- 
chusetts' Joe Martin created so much good- 
will on a German tour, for example, that a 
member of the Bundestag later used a pic- 
ture of himself with the American states- 
man as campaign literature. He wrote 
Martin: "Your picture got me many voles." 


One of the most publicized trips — the 


unauthorized and self-financed visit of Har- 
lem's Congressman Adam Powell (D., 
N.Y.) to the Bandung Conferences of 29 
Asiatic and African countries — was the 
direct cause of our gaining face in that area. 
Powell created a sensation with his remarks 


. at a press conference embarrassing China's 


Red dictator, Chou En-lai. 


Jokes with Khrushchev 


Behind the Iron Curtain this year Con- 


gressmen generally made friends with 
people who had had only a propaganda 
version of America. Sen. Estcs Kcfauvcr 
(D., Tcnn.) even preached a sermon at 
Moscow's only Baptist church. And chief 
Communist Nikita Khrushchev exchanged 
wisecracks with Sen. George Malonc (R., 
Ncv.) during a private audience with five 
U.S. Senators. "Columbus discovered Amer- 
ica. Now Senator Malonc thinks he is dis- 
covering 
the Soviet 
Union." 
grinned 


Khrushchev. 


Lawmakers, junket-bent, have come up 


with a variety of flimsy excuses for free 
trips to sec the world. The House Merchant 
Marine and Fisheries Committee, for in- 
stance, toured Europe last summer to com- 
pare European shipbuilding costs with our 
own. The committee could have taken a 
shorter junket — just a few blocks up Vir- 
ginia Avenue to the Stale Department. 
There, more detailed information is on file 
than ever could be picked up on a whirl- 
wind tour of Europe. 


Likewise. Congressmen George Andrews 


(D., Ala.). James Frazier (D., Tenn.) and. 
George Shuford (D., N.C.) went off to 
slujy — with the aid of their families — 
laws of foreign countries. Just a block from 
their offices they could have found the same 
information neatly catalogued at the Li- 
brary of Congress. 


On the other hand, many junkets arc 


based on sound reasons and produce valu- 
able results. Take the work of the far- 
ranging House Government Operations 


Committee. Here are some accomplish- 
ments, direct or indirect, of its junketing 
subcommittees: 
• Recapture of $ 100 million worth of U.S. 
equipment that had been transferred with- 
out authority to a German government 
agency, which was happily peddling it — to 
the tune of about $44 million — to any 
country it could find, including the original 
owner. 
• Halting the activities of a busy Britisher 
from Hong Kong, who had bought and was 
carting away 60,000 tons of needed military 
supplies from Okinawa. 
• Regrouping-$16 million worth of LLS. 
property scattered over Greece. 


Then there was a 55-day junket to South 


America, led by Indiana's Senator Cape- 
hart. The louring Senators learned that 
U.S. business was taking a beating all over 
South America from foreign competitors.

largely because the Export-Import Bank's 
stiff credit policy was literally driving busi- 
ness away from us. The trip resulted in a 


. revised Export-Import Bank Act. 


The examples could go on endlessly. In 


the world outside, where two-thirds of the 
U_S. budget is being spent. Congressional 
committees have uncovered and remedied 
waste and bumbling. They have learned 
firsthand of needed reforms and written 
appropriate legislation. They have talked 
directly to the people of the world. Such 
trips, with split-second schedules and heavy 
work loads, arc anything hut glamorous. 


So American taxpayers pay their money 


and take — not their choice, hut polluck as 
to whether junkets arc worthwhile. Here's 
the way Congressman John Vorys (R., 
Ohio) sums it up: 


"Congressional travelers perform abroad 


pretty much as they do at homer Some work 
hard and others loaf. Talking about the 
merit of Congressional visits is like talking 
about muskmclons. The good ones arc very 
good, and a few not so good."

In the last seven months, the phone number 
pictured above has become a symbol of hope, 
courage and comfort to thousands of people 
here and in neighboring suburbs of New York 
City. Reason: The answer they get when they 
dial it is a 56-second recorded prayer. 


In a small mullion-windowed room of the 


Hitchcock Memorial Church here, three tele- 
phone-answering devices click steadily away 
to deliver their streamlined yet inspirational 


messages. For 24 hours a day, seven days a 
week they are rarely silent. 


In the long hours of the night, a young 


woman sleepless with grief over the recent 
death of her husband is comforted by a 
prayer. A hospital patient, restlessly awaiting 
the dawn, picks up the phone. In mid-after- 
noon, a harried executive dials the prayer 
number and finds a moment's relaxation. A 
mother, worrying over news of a son ill at 
college, hears words that give her renewed

Clergy and congregation of the 42-year-old 


Presbyterian church marvel at the amazing 
response to the "dial-a-praycr" idea. When 
two machines operated at full capacity, calls 
were corning in at the rate of 1,600 a day. 
With the recent addition of a third, the , 
rale has jumped to more than 2,000 a day. 
Since the first machine was installed last 
April, more than 200,000 prayers have been 
transmitted over the telephone wires. 


Says Dr. Robert W. Youngs, pastor: "At 


first we expected about 50 calls a day. The 
telephone company, which wasn't too keen 
about installing the machine, estimated 25. 
The very first day there were 200 calls. 
Within a week the telephone company was 
begging us to install another machine. The 
first one had reached its saturation point and 
overflow calls were jamming the lines." 


These things also happened: 


• A parishioner whose number was similar 
to the one originally assigned to the prayer 
phone irately demanded that the church 
change the number. He said -his telephone 
was ringing day and night. 
• As a result of a newspaper headline read- 
ing "Dial a Prayer," people began dialing 
A-P-R-A-Y-E-R, which corresponds to the 
number of a tombstone dealer in Brooklyn, 
N.Y. He complained that he was getting 
about 200 calls a day asking for prayers. 


Thanks — and Pranks 


• One caller sent a letter of thanks to Dr. 
Youngs for his recorded prayers and en- 
closed a dollar for a copy of one he had 
heard. Later, he sent 55 more. 
• The pranksters had their day. On a local 
golf course a man made a particularly bad 
score. To rib him, his fellow-players sent out 
a caddy to tell him to call the prayer phone 
number. Fuming, the man dialed and listened 
— then hung up in silence. 


"We knew things like this were bound to 


happen," says Dr. Youngs. "That's why we 
resisted publicity. But the pranksters and 
curiosity-seekers soon stopped dialing." 


The prayers arc composed by Dr. Youngs 


and his two associate pastors, Dr. Frank, L. 
Gosnell and the Rev. llruce Bowcn. All arc 
undenominational and arc recorded twice 


daily — at 6 a.m. and at 5:30 p.m. There are 
prayers for morning, evening, Sundays and 
holidays. Some are original, some are taken 
from the prayer book, some are keyed to 
familiar passages in the Bible. In every «se, 
Dr. Youngs points out, they have a specific 
theme. 


When disastrous hurricanes battered the 


Eastern part of the country, for example, 
listeners could hear a prayer for "such con- 
fidence in Thy love and care that however 
heavy the clouds, we may without fear abide 
all storms and troubles of this life." When 
President Eisenhower was stricken, a prayer 
was composed for his recovery.

The publicity Dr. Youngs does not want is 


spreading the prayer-phone idea across the 
country. In an East Cleveland, Ohio, church. 
10 machines arc operating at the rate of al- 
most 13,000 calls per day. Other prayer 
phones are busy in churches in Orlando, Fla., 
Kansas City, Kan., and on the West Coast. 


Meanwhile, the machines at the Hitchcock 


Memorial Church hum steadily around the 
clock with their inspirational messages. With 
calls building up to the rale of more than 
one a minute, Dr. Youngs hazards a long- 
range guess as to the future of dial-a-praycr. 


"It appears to me." he says thoughtfully, 


"that it will go on forever."

WORLD 


An 8-.year-old, groping to understand life, points 


JESSUP, PA. 


Every afternoon. 8-year-old Salvatore An- 
gello frisks in the yard of his home here, 
eight miles north of Scranlon, and looks 
out at a world sometimes lonely, sometimes 
hostile and always bewildering. 


At 3:30 his friends stream home from 


school, carrying books full of bright pic- 
tures separated by columns of print that 
Sal does not comprehend and possibly never 
will. They play games like football, in which 
they run and throw themselves on the 
ground; when Sal runs and throws himself 
on the ground, too, they ask him —not 
harshly but kindly —to please sit and 
watch. Sometimes they play tag, running in 
circles and whooping; Sal runs and whoops, 
too, but somehow it is not the same. Thus 
he sits on the sidelines, puzzled and wistful. 


.His is a world few know about and fewer 


yet care about. Sal is a Mongoloid, a men- 
tally retarded child. Although he is 8, his 
mind is the mind of a 3-year-old. Even his 
younger sister. Rose Marie (herself only 
WELCOMING two normal 8-year:olds home 
from school. Sal is noticeably smaller, shyer. 


SCRIBBLING at blackboard. Sal 
tries to write. Someday, with luck, 
he may be able to form his name. 


ROMPING with grandfather, Albert Boisi, 
Sal works off extra energy. But poor co- 
ordination makes him somewhat destructive

up the tragedy of our 4.75O.OOO mentally deficient 


3), calls him "the baby." And even if he 


lives to be 30 (Mongoloids have rarely 
lived longer), it is ilouhiful (hat his mental 


age will ever rise above 7 years. 


There arc probably about 200.000 other 


Mongoloids (»o called because of their 
slanting eyes and yellowish complexion) 
in the U.S. They arc not insane; they have 
not "lost their minds." Their brains simply 


have not developed at the normal rale. No 
one really knows why; the best guess is that 
a chemical 
reaction during pregnancy 


causes the condition. They are not danger- 


ous. Actually, they are jovial, great mimics 
and easily led. 


Mongoloids, however, make up only a 


small percentage of the retarded. There are 
nearly 4Vi million others, ranging from the 
near helpless to the near normal. Although 
this figure (3,000 out of 100,000) is far 
higher than the rale for crippling polio 
(300 out of I(X).OOO) or cerebral palsy (350 


out of KK).(KK)). their plight has been 
largely ignored. New York, for instance. 


has only two small clinics for menially de- 
ficient children; Washington, D.C.. 
has 


one. Too often, ihe menially deficient have 
bucked the calloused feeling once expressed 
to Sal's mother, Mrs. Cecelia Lcitza: "These 
kids aren't all there, anyway. Why start 
anything for them?" 


Fortunately, Sal has never met this 


cruelty face to face. He lives amid gentle- 


ness and care, proiccled by a devoted 
mother, doting grandparents and a remark- 


able slepfathcr, Frank Lcitza. who married 
Sal's mother although 
he rcali/cd the 


burden of caring for a retarded child. Even 


Rose Marie is protective. When Sal is pun- 
ished, she often will fly al her mother, 
screaming. "Don't hit Sal!" 


He must l>c sheltered 24 hours a day, for 


he prowls restlessly, driven on and on by 
an inability to keep up interest. He has little 
conception of danger. Once he walked 
straight into a lake, and the water was al- 


most over his head when his stepfather 
rescued him. l.ast fall, he was playing with 


his grandfather's pointers when one dog's 
leash looped around his neck: Sal almost 
strangled before his mother rescued him. 


Only TV keeps him still. He can watch 


it, rapt, by the hour, taking special delight 
in animated cartoons, commercials and 
dancing. Often he will persuade Rose Marie 
to "dance" with him. and they bounce to- 
gether in zcstful imitation of jittcrbugging. 
The two play together a good deal, but the 
games are Rose Marie's idea — and played 


at her level. 


Sal romps through Rose Marie's games 


delightedly, for he is an easy-going, amia- 
ble child. The first word he ever said was 
"Okay," and it remains the mainstay of his 
vocabulary. Sal did not talk until he was 4; 
even now he can scarcely make a sentence 
more than three or four words long. Occa- 
sionally he startles the family with a longer 
one. "Go to bed, you bold brat!" he told 
Rose Marie recently. 


Eight Years of Heartache 


• Life with Sal has alternated between 
such surprises and heartbreaking disap- 
pointment. Not until he was 4 months old 
did 
his mother suspect something xvas 


wrong: she noticed he couldn't hold up his 
head. Then followed a painful 10 months in 
which conflicting diagnoses pronounced 
him Mongoloid, then normal, then retarded 
again. By that time his mother's first mar- 
riage had broken up; she decided she would 
devote herself to Sal and never remarry. It 
took two years of determined talking by 
Frank Lcitza to change her mind. 


Thereafter some things, at least, were 


better. Doctors had said Sal wouldn't walk 
until he was 4; he beat that by two years. 
They said he would be hard to .toilet-train; 
it proved easy. Mrs. Lcitzn, overjoyed when 


Rose Marie was a normal child (the chances 
against a second Mongoloid in a family arc 
astronomically high), feared the two chil- 
dren would be jealous of each other; they 
actually arc very'close. 


But for the l.citzas, even the most hopeful 


signs arc edged with heartache. Sal was, 
and is, small for his age and fragile. Though 
he finally has learned to dress himself — 
almost — his mother cries a little about 
that, too. for he still cannot remember from 
night to night which is the front of nis 
pajamas. Once he was sent to a school for 
the retarded (I'ennhurst State) for a few 
months, but the family missed his dowdy, 
bouncing little figure and brought him home ' 
again. Now they arc determined to keep 
him with them at all costs and all burdens. 


Mrs. I.eilza has become active in the local 


branch of the National Association for Re- 
tarded Children. With several other moth- 
ers, she persuaded school authorities in 
nearby Throop to set up a special class for 
the mentally deficient. Hut again came a 
disappointment: after 10 days, the teacher 
decided she was unqualified for such work, 
and the class ended. The mothers arc fight- 
ing now to revive it. 


"Sal belongs to us," says Frank Lc!l/a. 


"He's here in this world and we can't just 
discard him. And who knows, maybe some- 
one will discover a way to help children 
like Sal. That's what we keep hoping for. 
There's always that chance."

•133 S. Spring SU Los Angeles. 
the largest firm "of its kind in 
the world, is more concerned 
with the transfer of the land 
since the time of the white man. 
And for 2261 Radnor—as well as 
1,513,787 other assessed subdi- 
vided land parcels in Los Ango- 
les County—Title Insurance and 
Trust's voluminous records leave 
little untold. 


In 1781. a Spanish soldier 


named Manuel Nicto was given 
the land at 2261 Radnor by Pedro 
Fages, the governor of the Prov- 
ince of California. It was the 
largest of the grants made by 
Gov. Fages. Nieto's property 
stretched from the Santa Ana 
River to the San Gabriel River 
and from the San Diego-San Gab- 
riel Road to the sea. It is doubt- 
ful whether Nieto ever set foot 
on the site'of 22&1 Radnor. 


In a California Supreme Court 


ruling, Nieto's grant is described 
ns "permission from the Spanish 
Government to graze his cattle 
on a tract of land in Los Ange- 
les." 


W1IHN NII7TO died in 1801, 


his children divided their inheri- 
tance and Juan Jose Nieto, n son, 
took over the sector known then 
ns ljf>s Alamitos, meaning "lit- 
tle cottomvoods." For S300, the 
son sold I>os Alamitos' 26,000 
acres in 1831 to Gov. Jose Figu- 
eroa. 


Figueroa didn't live on the 


acreage nor did he ever visit the 
site of 22G-1 Radnor. He put Jose 
Justo Morrillo in charge as su- 
perintendcnt. When 
Figueroa 


died in 1835, his brother, Fran- 
cisco, joined Morillo. 


Seven 
years 
later, 
Al>cl 


Stearns, a shrewd Yankee from 
Salem, Mass., who had come to 
lx» Angeles and taken out Mex- 
ican citizenship, bought the prop- 
erty. For three houses, horses, 
mules, hogs, sheep, cattle and 
six 
square 
leagues of land, 


Steams paid $5,95-1. He wanted 
Rancho I.TS Alamitos as a sum- 
mer home for his wife, the for- 
mer Arcadia Bandini. 


STBAKNS KVKNTITAI.I.V 1)0- 


came the largest owner of cat- 
tle in California and the wealth* 


icst landed proprietor in its 
southern section. But he lost 
Rancho Los Alamitos-and 2261 
Radnor—in 1861 under foreclos- 
ure proceedings on a $20,000 
mortgage. The drought of the 
1860s had caused the death of 
thousands of cattle. Stearns was 
hit hard. 
Michael Reese, San 


Francisco money lender, acquired 
the vast holdings. 


In 1878, John W. Bixby from 


Maine leased a portion of Los 
Alamitos. He and his wife, the 
former Susan Hathaway, and 
their small son, Fred, moved into 
an old ranch house on the prop- 
erty. 


In 1881, before the lease ran 


out, the whole rancho was pur- 
chased from the heirs of Reese. 
Jotham Bixby and I. W. Hell- 
man, a Los Angeles banker, 
shared the purchase. The price 
was 5123,000. 


On Oct. 19, 1912, a portion of 


the expansive acreage, including 
2261 Radnor was sold by the 
Bixby Land Co. to J. J. Irving. 


" TKN* YKAKS LATF.U, J. J. 
Irving and Myford Irving sold to 
Home Investment Co. and the 
property was transferred that 
same day to L. S. Whalcy Co. 


On Sept. 23, 1933, with Title 


Insurance and Trust Co. insuring 
that the title to the land was 
clear, Bert Resnik and his wife, 
Annette, purchased the property 
at 2261 Radnor. In addition to 
the lot, the property included a 
three-bedroom, two-bath house 
with garbage disposal. 
It cost 


513,530. 


Resnik, a newspaper reporter 


and an ex-Marine, moved into 
the residence with his wife and 
two children, David and Eve. 


He planted dichondra. He grew 


devil grass. 


None of the provisions in Title 


Insurance and Trust Company's 
policy covered that land devel- 
opment. 


But it covered almost every- 


thing else. Since 1893 the com- 
pany has boon the main protec- 
tor for buyers of land—big and 
small. 


For if T.I. makes a mistake, 


it is the company that pays, not 
the purchaser of the property.

Faster and Better Reading 


•£ * N APPARENTLY lica 11 h y. 
-S •"• normal fifth-grader Ycpcat- 
S cdly fails to pass into the sixth 
8" grade; a college freshman takes 
T= one long look at the required 
"~ reading list for his courses and 


decides that higher education 
Isn't for him; a busy executive 
glances at the mounting stack 
of Important background infor- 
mation on his deski and wonders 
how "I'll ever get out from un- 
der." 


A year and a half ago a vet- 


eran teacher of r e a d i n g in a 
Southern California community's 
school system decided to do 
something to help local people in 
these and similar predicaments. 
His name was Richard L. Zwcig. 


Zwcig k n e w thai situations 


such as these are common in 
cities from Long Beach to New 
York, and also recognized that 
each can often be traced back 
to a lack of proper training in 
reading. Most important, he 
realized that most Mich problems 
can be greatly i m p r o v e d by 
training the people concerned to 
read better, faster, and to com- 
prehend more. 


Most major universities have 


been contributing to the solution 
of reading difficulties by training 
a growing number of reading in- 
structors in their reading clinics. 
Zwcig, in fact, had learned much 
nbout this work while acting as 
a t c a c h c r o n two such clinic 
staffs. 


Tlicrc were, last year, eight 


private c e n t e r s supplementing 
these college and public school 
clinics and delving more deeply 
into reading problems. These 
few pioneer organizations were 
widely sprinkled throughout the 
country. Zwcig decided to form 
another one — to meet the needs 
of the c h i l d r e n and adults of 
Southern California. 


THE RESULT of his plan — 


The Reading Guidance Center at 
5845 Atlantic Avc. — officially 
opened its doors in Long Beach 
three m o n t h s ago. Its staff 
teaches remedial reading to chil- 
dren and adolescents, speed read- 
ing and improved comprehension 
for adults and professional peo- 
ple, and adv?nc«d reading courses 
on the premise ol leading area 
organizations. 


Zwcig, the center's executive 


director, is a certified school psy- 
chologist and is listed in "Who's 
Who in American Education." He 
has taught reading at clinics at 
Western Illinois State College, 
UCLA, the school system of 
Champaign, 111., and several 
Southern California communities. 


He built his Guidance Center 


staff around such teachers as 
Bernard M. Ravin, a master's 
degree graduate of Long Beach 
State College and a formar read- 
ing instructor in the local school 
system; James E. Day, BA, MA, 
PhD; Thurman G. Wade, nation- 
ally recognized speed reading ex- 
pert, and Miss Terry Holman, a 
speech therapist who also works

for the Long Beach office of the 
State Department of Health. 


Students in remedial reading 


classes at the center arc fitted 
into groups of five children or 
less, all of whom have similar 
problems. 
They pick up ideas 


from their neighbors and soon 
cast aside their feelings of "be- 
ing different." Goals for each 
class period arc set according to 
each child's progress and capa- 
bilities so that he never meets 
defeat 


MOVING FROM one school 


district to another every year or 
two, coming from broken homes, 
undetected minor visual or hear- 
ing impairments, and illness or 
emotional factors arc among the 
greatest contributors to a child's 
inability to read or to read well, 
Zweig says. 


Difficulties encountered range 


from an inability to blend sounds 
to reversal tendencies in which a 
child reads "no" as "on." 
Medi- 


cal and psychiatric help arc sug- 
gested when needed, but usually 
a program of reading which is 
designed to correct an individual 
child's weaknesses is sufficient. 
The period of remedial reading 
training is always terminated 
when a child reaches his or her 
own normal grade level 


"The best time to begin a 


child's remedial reading training 
is when he reaches the fourth 
grade," Zwcig says. "Beginning 
in the fourth grade, almost all 
work is based on an ability to 
read. Even arithmetic study uses 
story problems. A student who 
is well grounded in math — yet 
can't read well — frequently is 
handicapped. From this point on, 
as in life, almost everything he 
does will be based on reading 
skills." 


ADOLESCENT STUDENTS at 


the center are placed in cither 
remedial classes or speed reading 
courses, depending upon their 
existing ability or inability to 
read. The m a t e r i a l they are

trained with is geared to their 
interest level. 


Training in both courses helps 


develop more than reading skills, 
however. Grade school students 
always pick up the a b i l i t y to 
spell at the same time they learn 
how to sound out words and rend 
better. College s t u d e n t s art- 
taught study habits, word recog- 
nition and reference skills while 
learning how to read faster and 
comprehend more. 


After the d a y t i m e remedial 


reading classes are over, Zwcig's 
staff begins its work with execu- 
tives, housewives and profession- 
al men. Training of professional 
men is gcnerally'conducted after 
separating doctors, lawyers, etc.. 
into private groups. Their work 
is then tailored to their special- 
tics. Lawyers and accountants, 
for example, work toward im- 
proving their reading speed and 
comprehension through exercises 
and class sessions loaded with le- 
gal material. 


The average executive reads 


approximately 230 w o r d s per 


minute. 
Tn most cases, Zweig 


says, he can be trained to read 
far faster with greater speed and 
comprehension during a 20-hour 
course and p'racticc. 


AITKIl FIVE WEEKS of on* 


such course, a local group of cv 
rcutivcs and engineers raised lU 
average reading speed of 260.0 
words per m i n u t e to 422 and 
many of the men tested read as 
many as GOO words in that tiro*. 
Zweig's tests revealed that th« 
comprehension level of the clisi 
increased in a l m o s t the same 
proportion.

Tlie mysterious "X ray" was 


discovered CO years ago—on Nov. 
8. ISiXi— by a German i>rofessor 
cif physics, Wilholm C o n r a d 
Roentgen, in the quiet university 
town of Wurzburg. on the banks 
of Hie river Main. 


In his small home laboratory 


with no one but his wife, Iterthi, 
to see. Kocntgcn for the first 
time demonstrated a mysterious 
ray he Ind produced which could 
pass through solid objects as 


though they were clear glass. 


Ills experiments led him to 


prepare a sensitized plate which 
recorded the shadows produced 
by the X ray and the first radio- 
graph ever produced was of his 
wife's hand, showing the bones 
which blocked out some of the 
rays and were cast as shadows 
on the plate, and the ring on her 
third finger. 


NOT OM.V AKK X rays now 


the "detective" for medicine and 
surgery but they are used in the 
treatment of many diseases. 


And X rays have nn industrial 


purpose. Among other things, 
they help make flying safer.

first official report to a scien- 
tific body when he presented a 
paper on "A New Kind of Kay" 
at the University of Wurzburg. 
He was given nn ovation and it 
was there that the ray, which 
Koentgen labeled the "X" or un- 
known ray, officially was named 
the "Roentgen ray." 


Fantastic stories began to cir- 


culate concerning the nature and 
capabilities of the X ray. Many 
persons who read the early press 
dispatches got the idea that 
Roentgen had discovered a kind 
of glass, which, used in spec- 
tacles, could enable the wearer 
to see through doors, walls and 
even a person's clothing.

and Vine

LOOD FLOWED at Holly- 
wood and Vine. Authorities 


differ about the a m o u n t and 
quality; accounts vary from one 
dead mule, one dead horse, one 
dead horse and mule, through to 
two dead men. 
In the latter 


report there is no mention of 
dead livestock. 


It all happened at the'Battle 


of Cahucnga Pass on Dec. 5, 
1831. 


Manuel Victoria was appoint- 


c d g o v e r n o r o f California by 
Mexican authorities. He arrived 
in Monterey with a hundred or 
more cutthroats and a bad dis- 
position. He was a man of posi- 
tive ideas and one of these was 
the conviction that the Califor- 
nia people had to be shown that 
he was boss. One of his first 
acts was to impose a cruel crimi- 
nal code upon the state. 


CALirOKNIA was t h e n re- 


markably free of crime and there 
was no need for Victoria's hard- 
boiled ways. The state had pre- 
viously coped with this problem 
in a merciful and effective man- 
ner. 
As an example of the new 


method, however. Victoria or- 
dered an Indian youth flogged 
and shot for stealing a handful 
of buttons. People were shocked 
and they renamed Victoria "El 
Gobernador Negro," or "the 
Black Governor," which referred 
more to his soul than it did to 
the color of his skin. 


Californians had f o r m e d a 


legislature c a l l e d the diputa- 
cion. Victoria said it was sheer 
nonsense. Leading citizens peti- 
tioned him to call the diputacion 
into session. He said the peti- 
tioners were yellow dogs. Since 
the petition was signed by such 
leading citizens as Abel Stearns, 
Jose Carrillo and Pio Pico, it is 
evident that the gentleman had 
taken in a lot of territory in his 
denouncement. 


He then called Stearns and 


Carrillo traitors, and the two 
journeyed to B a j a California. 
They didn't stay long. They 
took over the San Diego garri- 
son in a bloodless victory. The 
soldiers and officers t h e r e 
thought it would be a. good idea 
to overthrow Victoria, so they 
went along. 
By the time the 


insurgents got to Los Angeles 
they had several hundred fol- 
lowers. 


MKAXWIIII.i:, Victoria gath- 


ered up some s o l d i e r s and 
marched to meet the rebels. The 
forces met at the southern ap- 
proach to Cahuenga I'ass at the 
approximate location of Holly- 
wood and Vine. 


The rebels nutnumhrrcd the 


governor's forces two to one anil 
they could have \\-\pcA them out 
by ambushing them in the pass. 
It wasn't that kind of war. The 
rebels socnud more embarrassed 
than warlike. 


Victoria halted his force and 


demanded the relx-ls lay down 
their miscellany of arms. They 
refused nnd Victoria then or- 
dered his troops to fire. They 
liicd over the rebel*' heads. The 


Don Abel Stearns led one 
side in battle at what is 
now Hollywood and Vine. 


latter then fired over the head? 
of Victoria's men. 


Meanwhile. Capt. Pacheco of 


Victoria's force thought the gov- 
ernor had said "Charge!" instead 
of "Kirc!" so he bravely led the 
charge with a makeshift lance. 
He found himself all alone be- 
tween the two\ armies and he 
would have had to l>eat an ig- 
noble retreat had it not been 
for fire-eating Capt. Jose Maria 
A V i l a . He took the other's 
charge as a personal affront so 
he galloped out to meet him. 


Till: TWO AU.MIKS leaped on 


their weapons and watched the , 
duel with fascination. The two 
warriors missed the first pass. 
Capt. Avila became annoyed and 
shot Pacheco dead center. Vic- 
toria in turn became annoyed, 
so he galloped out and shot Avila 
dead center. 


He hardly had timo to strut 


when Capt. Portilla charged him 
with his lance. He missed the 
governor's heart but he did man- 
age to get him in the face, which 
blow removed most of his impor- 
tant features. 


The governor passed out with 


pain and shock and the battle 
was over. The dead were car- 
ried to Los A n g e l e s to be 
mourned by enemy and friend. 
The governor was carried to Mis- 
sion San Gabriel. As soon as he 
regained some of his strength he 
h e a d e d across the desert for 
Mexico City, where his talents 
were better appreciated.

X rays are generated by a 


complex 
and 
highly 
intricate 


electrical process whereby elec- 
trons are freed from a healed 
filament and bombarded against 
a target of tungsten in an evacu- 
ated tube. Under the force of 
high voltage, the electrons ex- 
plode some of the atoms in the 
tungsten anode, which gives off 
the X rays. They act similarly 
to light rays, except that they 
have special properties due to 
their infinitely short wave length 
nnd pass through objects which 
arc opaque to ordinary light. 


Early in April, 18%, Thomas 


A. Edison built four portable 
fluoroscopes 
installed 
at 
the 


18% National Electrical Exposi- 
tion in New York City. Success 
of his fluoroscope was based on 
the discover}- that, out of more 
than 1,800 materials tested, cal- 
cium tungstatc was ideally suited 
to the purpose.

X rays are used not to expose a 
photographic film but to cause 
visible light to be emitted by a 
specially-coated 
board. 
The 


shadow imago thus created can 
l>o viewed directly, the viewer 
l>cing protected by lead-impreg- 
nated glass. 
With this instru- 


ment, radiologists can examine 
man's inner structures as they 
function. 


A few years later, in 1902. 


Mme. Marie Curie discovered the 
element radium. 


Discoveries of X rays and ra- 


dium marked the actual birth of 
the modern 
medical 
specialty 


called radiology and the practi- 
tioners of that specialty, radi- 
ologists. They are doctors who 
specialize in X-rays, radium, and 
now the modern-day "isotopes" 
in the diagnosis and treatment 
of disease.

legged black iron snack stools up- 
holstered in coral and lime leath- 
erette. 


The same vibrant tones were 


used in the upholstery of stand- 
nrd-height 
black 
iron 
dining 


chairs which, in combination with 
a handsome curved built-in nook 
of coral piped in lime, provide 
adequate seating for eight guests. 


VISUAIXV JOINING the din- 


ing area to the living room is the 
largo open barbecue which is an 
integral part of the roc!: wall. 
An electric spit, flush overhead 
lights, fan and adjustable grille 
makes the business ^{ charcoal 
broiling a steak so simple that it 
is regular fare on the Cravens' 
menu. 


The rockwoik e.\tends back 


into the living loom in an un- 
broken flow of masonry that 
draws the eye irrevocably to the 
huge, oversized fireplace. 


A raised hearth topped with 


Vermont green slate spans the 
wide 41s-foot firebox opening. A 
ntxxlbox, a couple of planters 
and a lighting niche have lx?en 
integrated into the masonry. 


In building this massive fire- 


place, the mason took into con- 
sideration two treasures Mr. and 
Mrs. Graven wished to display. 
The first is a valuable Mexican 
hand-sculptured version of the 
moon — Luna — in solid bronze. 
This modernistic 83-pound piece 
of sculpture adds inestimable 
drama to the fireplace facade. It 
has been actually built into the 
masonry where its beauty is 
properly staged. 


The second object is an at- 


tractive brass clock purchased by 
the Cravens in Germany. It, too, 
has been set into the rock. The 
mason even had the considera- 
tion—and foresight—to corbel a 
small stone beneath the clock, a 
testing place for the key that 
winds it up. 


OTIIKIC POINTS of interest in 


this room, the entire back of 
which opens via sliding panes of 
glass to the secluded garden, are 
its acoustic ceiling painted an 
unusual coral pink, its priceless 
cream-colored Chinese rug with a 
perfect border of gold, coral and 
deep blue and its wealth of 
Philippine mahogany paneling. 


Under the stairway that leads 


to the bedroom story arc com- 
modious cedar-lined closets which 
open via touch-latch catches that 
keep the secret of their presence. 


The second story landing fea- 


tures a rare old caned teak 
chest Graven bought in China. 
Whimsical Oriental figures adorn 
the chest, seemingly l*nt on wel- 
coming guests to this floor!

It so much, perhaps will bo storing it for some length of time between uses, this is an excellent time 
to g'vc il a E00<1 £°ing ovcr- IIcrc arc s°roc suggestions. 


1. CKANK KNfiINK, let it idle. If 
engine's rough or balky, now's a 
good time to have the carburetor 
adjusted so mower will start easier 
next time you crank It up. When 
the gas is almost exhausted, re- 
move air cleaner. Set this to one 
side for a later cleaning. Don't 
misplace the wing nut that fastens 
filter. 


3. 1V1IKN TUB KNCilNi: stops 
from lack of fuel, drain oil (on 
•1-cycle engines) while still warm. 
Crankcaso residue will flow out 
best when hot. If gas line is 
clogged, remove and blow out. 
Don't blow through pipe while it's 
attached, or you may damage car- 
buretor float. If your mower has 
sediment bowl, remove and drain. 


5. KKMOVi: 01.11 spark plug to 
BCC whether it needs replacement. 
On 2-cyclc engines, put a few 
drops of lubricating oil into cylin- 
der to coat this and piston. He- 
volve flywheel slowly several times 
by pulling starting cord. Put 
graphite on threads of new plug, 
or when replacing cleaned old one. 


2. ON 4-CYCI.K engine with en- 
gine still running, pour teacupful 
of a half-and-half mixture of 20- 
wcinht oil and kerosene into car- 
buretor. This covers rings, pis- 
ton, 
valves, and cylinder with a 


rust-preventive coating. This pro- 
cedure to bo followed if mower is 
to be unused for some length of 
time. 


4. CI.KAN AIU FILTF.lt in a bowl 
of gas. If it's an oil-bath type, 
dump old oil first. With dry »ype, 
remove clement, swirl it in gas 
until clean. Replace filter. If stor- 
ing mower, cover air intake of dry- 
typo filter with waxed paper or 
aluminum foil to keep moisture 
out.

GARDENS 
Grow a Salad in Your Kitchen 


By Bob Gilmore 


CAN GROW a salad in 


your kitchen, or parlor, in 


from seven to 10 days. 
This 


amazing new salad crop is as 
ornamental as it is palatable. It 
is a form of garden cress, known 
botanically as lepidium sativum 
and 
is probably 
the 
fastest 


maturing plant in the world. 


Tills spicy-tasting cress can be 


used as a garnish for flavoring 
meats, soups, salads and when- 
ever you want to pep up what 
otherwise might be a tasteless 
dish. Europeans and Canadians 
have for many years known and 
appreciated the value of this 
cress. 


IT IS OX1.V recently, however, 


that 
this si>ecial variety has 


attained prominence in the Unit- 
ed states. 


Garden cress is native to Eng- 


land, Europe, Asia. Canada and 
certain parts of the northern 
United States. For possibly hun- 
dreds of years Europeans culti- 
vated this crop in their outdoor 
garden. 


Then, at a somewhat 
later 


date, the plant was grown in- 
doors, a natural development in 
countries where 
indoor planl 


growing was an important part 
of the horticultural background. 


From this somewhat amateur 


beginning the growing of cress 
expanded into a fairly sizable 
commercial enterprise. Today in 
many of these countries cress 
is sold in 
small containers in 


groceries and markets already 
grown and ready for the table. 
In Canada cress is raised by 
greenhouse nurserymen who sow 
tremendous blocks of the seed. 


Here are the planting instruc- 


tions: pour a layer of the plant- 
Ing medium in a shallow con- 
tainer, from one-half to one 
inch 
being 
sufficient 
depth. 


Spread this material evenly and 
hen saturate thoroughly. 
Fi- 


nally, tip the bowl, allowing ex- 
cess moisture to drain off. 


YOU IIAVK now prepared the 


•seedbed. That's all there is to 
t. Now sow the seed uniformly 
and closely but not overlapping. 


'lanting is now complete. 
Place the container in any 


veil-lighted location but not in 
direct 
sunlight. Actually the 


plants will grow quite well in 
he shade. Add water every day 
s needed; the planting medium 
;hould be kept moist but not 
iloppy.

times. Tills Is an old and mis- 
taken myth. M o r e Cattleya 
plants have been killed from too 
much humidity than from too 
little. 


The Cattloya orchid does want 


n short period of 100 per cent 
humidity almost every morning. 
This may be done by giving the 
plant a one-minute "morning 
shower bath." Spray the leaves 
thoroughly and let water drip 
down into the osmundino (potting 
material) in the pot. This keeps 
the roots moist from day to day. 


Then place the plant above a 


dish or pan of water. This gives 
the plant the right amount of 
humidity in the air. About once 
a week pour a cup of water into 
tho pot, if necessary. 


SUNLIGHT: Cattleyn orchids 


like subdued sunlight. It is best 
to filter the sun through window 
curtains, Venetian blinds or the 
leaves of a tree outside the win- 
dow. Or the plant may be moved 
back from the window so that di- 
rect sunshine does not strike the 
plant. 


PLANTS: Cattleya o r c h i d 


plants bloom about once a year. 
Some hybrid Cattleya plants may 
produce two sets of blooms each 
year. Older plants may produce 
two or more new bloom growths 
each year. Each new bloom 
growth will produce from one to 
six blooms. Occasionally an older 
plant may be seen w-ith more 
than two dozen blooms. 


Each new bloom growth starts 


as a rhizome at the base of an 
older pseudo-bulb. This new 
bloom growth always starts at 
the base of the pseudo-bulb that 
bloomed last. The new growth 
rapidly extends and swells to be- 
come a new pseudo-bulb with 
leaf and bloom sheath. Old pseu- 
do-bulbs never bloom again, but 
serve only to feed new growths 
that do bloom. 


It takes five to seven years for 


a first bloom to come from a 
seedling Cattlcya. After the seed- 
ling b l o o m s it is considered 
"proved-blooming," Some seed- 
lings do not bloom, of course. So 
the Home Orchid Club suggests 
that the new orchid grower not 
buy seedlings, b u t 
purchase 


proved-blooming plants that are 
more sure to give satisfaction. 


COI.OKS: Cattleya orchids are 


available in almost all colors, 
from white through pink, orchid, 
lavender, purple, red, green and 
yellow. The orchid-lavender col- 
ors arc most available and there- 
fore lowest in price. liloom sizes 
vary from the 3'.4 to 5 incli spe- 
cies blooms to huge 5 to 10 inch 
hybrid blooms. 


]II.()().MI.\(i l-KlilODS: Catt- 


leya species orchids almost al- 
ways bloom at exactly the same 
time each year—the Christmas 
season is one of the best peak 
seasons. Hybrid Cattleya orchids 
are bred to give blooms at speci- 
fied seasons, but are more varia- 
ble than the species. However, it 
is easy to build a colleclion of 
six or eight plants that will give 
blooms throughout the seasons. 


A new "Kible" for the home 


orchid hobbyist has recently been 
published by the Home Orchid 
Club of Pacific Palisades.
